It used to be that notebook computers 
were the exclusive domain of business 
professionals. Ultrasteep prices meant 
that they were out of the question for most 
home users, and only a corporate IT 
department could love their generation- 
behind-desktop processors. 
But as with most technolo- 
gy products, speed and 
power have gone up while 
cost has come down. 

Notebooks have become 
brawny enough — and prices 
low enough — that they now 
compete with mainstream 
desktops. While you'll still 
pay a premium for an equiv- 
alently configured notebook, the combina 
tion of power and portability is often hard 
to pass up. 

One segment of the population in par- 
ticular is finding that going portable pays: 
Whether gearing up for college prep or 
deep in the throes of a doctoral thesis, stu- 
dents are turning to note- 
book computers as an alter- 
native to the good old mini- 
tower. The portable form 
factor is ideal for cramped 
college dorm rooms or for 
toting from library to lec- 
ture hall.

We rounded up a group of midrange 
portables just in time for the back-to-school 
shopping season.

Because students use notebooks mostly for 
tasks like Web research and note taking, we 
didn t look for top-of-the-line processors. 
Instead, we gathered a group of full-fea- 
tured notebooks that had at least 600MHz 
Celeron or Pentium III processors, 128MB 
of RAM, and 10GB hard drives, with prices 
ranging from $1,472 to $1,934.

Following the fall of 
Napster, music-loving 
Netheads are getting itchy for a 
way to get their fix. There are a 
few alternatives, including peer- 
to-peer technologies such as 
Gnutella (gnutella.wego.com) 
and Aimster (www. aims ter. 
com), but the corporate 
world is already pursu- 
ing ways to squelch 
them. 

One alternative that 
may dodge the long 
arm of the record labels 
is the Bitbop Tuner 
(www.bitbop.com). This 
technology allows 
users to record music 
directly from Internet 
radio stations. Bitbop 
Tuner monitors the 
stations in real time, 
then automatically 
records designated 
tunes. Music mavens can leave 
the program running all day, 
then return to see the list of 
songs the program recorded. 

Unlike MP3s, Bitbop's 
recordings are personal and 
recorded in a proprietary for- 
mat; they can't be copied to 
MP3 players or other PCs, 
which may pacify the record 
labels. Depending on the 



speed of the Internet connec- 
tion and the quality of the 
RealAudio stream from which 
it records, the sound quality 
can be lower than what MP3 
files typically offer. 

It's unclear whether Bitbop 
will rankle the music compa- 



nies. "A lot of the radio stations 
that are providing content 
online don't have a right to do 
so, or are relying on interpreta- 
tions of the law that haven't 
been tested in court," says Ian 
Poynter, president of Internet- 
security firm Jerboa and an 
expert in digital rights manage- 
ment. Earlier this year, dozens 
of legitimate radio stations vol- 



untarily turned off their stream- 
ing Internet feeds because cer- 
tain legalities were unclear. 

Poynter is confident that 
these issues will be resolved. 



"The content producers aren't 
going to produce content if 
they know it is going to be 
available out there for noth- 
ing," he says.

■ n response to the flood of 
I LCD panels on the market, 
several vendors have signifi- 
cantly reduced prices, with 
some 15-inch LCDs going for 
less than $500, and 17-inchers 
for roughly $1,000. 

It's a particularly good time 
to snap up a 15 -inch model. 
Samsung Electronics offers its 
SyncMaster 570vTFT for $499, 
ViewSonic's VE150m 
ViewPanel sells for 
the same price, and 
IBM broke $500

"Panel manufacturers will 
raise costs, because the current 
prices are not sustainable," says 
Young, explaining that panel 
manufacturers can't afford to 
continue producing a signifi- 
cant volume of large 
flat panels.

Nonetheless, while the mar- 
ket remains relatively small, it 
is growing, says Forrester ana- 
lyst Cathy Graeber.

Graeber expects that number 
to rise to 12 percent by the end

Direct billing, in which the 
user pays bills directly at a com- 
pany's Web site, is the most 
popular method, with about 8 
million subscribers, according to 
Gartner analyst Avivah Litan. 
Consolidated bill paying, offered 
by companies like Paytrust and 
CyberBills, in which users 
receive multiple bills via one 
interface, is less popular, with 
about 200,000 users. 

Litan expects the online con- 
solidator market to eventually 
surpass direct billing, growing 
to 25 million users by 2004. 
Graeber is less optimistic, not- 
ing that consolidated billing 
products "really never amount- 
ed to much," and some, such as 
CheckFree, are now licensing 
their technology to banks and 
other companies rather than 
offering the service directly to 
consumers. 

"The premise was great, but \ 
[consolidated online billing] is 
very labor-intensive," Graeber 
says. "It's not a very cost-effec- 
tive product." In addition, cus- 
tomers didn't think the service 
was worth the $9 to $12 month- j 
ly charge. "There is still a very 
large segment that this just 
doesn't appeal to," she says. "It j 
could be a little faster or a little j 
cheaper, but most people 
already have a process that 
works." —E.X.G. :

"If you don't know who 
you're dealing with, it can be a 
pretty scary thing to give them 
your bank-account number or 
even your credit-card number," 
says Sacks. 

Detractors of e-checks say 
fraud is still a problem. 
According to Gartner analyst 
Kenneth Kerr, PayPal had to 
deal with a rash of fraud when 
it started working with auction 
sites. Ecount co-founder Paul 
Raden adds that fraud is 
"huge" in the person-to-person 
market (especially auctions), 
and profits are minimal. 

Another problem is 
accountability. Kerr says that 
because PayPal and other per- 
son-to-person payment 
schemes are not regulated by 
regular banking laws, con- 
sumers may have little recourse 
if they experience difficulties.

"[Users] are starting to aban- 
don forward auctions for low-

on," says Palmer. "[This allows 
Yahoo] to monetize users who 
would have dropped out of 
Yahoo auctions." 

Whit Andrews, an analyst 
with Gartner, bel ieves this may 
be a good strategy — in the long- 
term. "eWanted doesn't have the 
user base to bring Yahoo 
such a radical 
advantage," he 
says. "But the 
decision to 
add 'want- 
ed'-style auc- 
tions is an 
excellent 
strategy for 
Yahoo to adopt.

"The game's an entertain- 
ment experience that leverages 
a host of devices," says 
Majestic's creator, Neil Young. 
Players receive faxes, phone 
calls, instant messages, video 
clips, and e-mail messages from 
Majestic characters, and surf 
Web sites that could be real or 
merely part of the game. 
According to Young, much of 
the experience resides in the 
mind of the user. Accordingly, 
you don't buy a 
Majestic CD; rather, 
you download a small 
program and pay a 
monthly fee for each 
episode. 

Will all computer 
games strive for this 
level of involvement?

A Better Future fo 




Open-Source Software 



Many of tomorrow's wireless smart devices will run 
on software that's freely shared. 

NE INDICATION OF MICROSOFT'S CONTINUED DOMINANCE 
WL M amon g applications and operating systems is that its chief competition 

comes from free open-source software (where code is shared among 
all who care to use it) rather than commercial software. Operating systems and 
application software that cost money generally have not been viable alternatives 
to Microsoft products on general-purpose PCs. Open-source Linux, however, 
has become the fastest-growing operating system for Web servers, and Linux 



and Java are building a strong presence on 
cell phones and wireless handheld devices. 

While it's unlikely that open-source 
software will supplant Microsoft in either 
area, by simply remaining viable it helps 
to forestall a Microsoft-dominated 
Internet. In fact, the modest 
success of open-source soft- 
ware may help explain an 
out-of-character outburst by 
Microsoft senior VP Craig Mundie. 
Though Microsoft typically maintains 
a single-minded focus on products, 
technology, and marketing — leaving debate 
to others — Mundie recently claimed that 
the open-source community is a threat to 
intellectual property. Possibly, Microsoft's 
strategists fear the category they can't 
control or eliminate: software that's shared 
freely. 

To keep open source viable, companies 
such as IBM, Sun Microsystems, and Oracle 
have committed well over a billion dollars 
for building alternatives to Microsoft's many 
products and services. Ironically, though, 
while Sun Microsystems claims to support 
open source, it can't quite relinquish con- 
trol. Sun initially supported open develop- 
ment for its Java code but retains final say on 
some aspects of the Java Community 
Process, which handles development. 

PHONE UP THE JAVA 

In any case, an impending wave of smart 
devices running Java and Linux has caught 
Microsoft's attention. Finnish cell-phone 



maker Nokia announced it would bundle 
Java with a new generation of smart 
phones, predicting that 50 million Java- 
enabled phones will be in the market by 
the end of next year. In return, the head of 






Nokia is asking Sun to loosen control of 
Java development. Given the stakes, Sun 
will probably comply. 

Nonetheless, some signs of fragmenta- 
tion in versions of Java being built into 
wireless devices have surfaced, possibly 
limiting developers' ability to create Java 
code that can run unchanged on a wide 
range of devices. For example, Japan's 
NTT DoCoMo doesn't support Sun's stan- 
dard for smart devices (called MIDP) in the 
3 million Java-enabled phones it has 
already shipped. Motorola, Nextel, and 
Nokia do support Sun's standard. With 50 
million Java-based cell phones heading for 
market — based on truly open standards, 
if Sun wises up — developer interest in 
MIDP-standard Java could skyrocket. 

There are even efforts under way to 
bring Linux and Java to the Sony 
PlayStation and PlayStation 2, and to allow 
content delivery on the PlayStation via 
RealNetworks and AOL. These scenarios 
are not good news for Microsoft, especially 
as it pushes its own .Net initiative. The 
.Net project aims to deliver a wide range of 
services to PCs, cell phones, smart devices, 
Web-enabled browsers, and televisions. 

Sun is making a similar effort called Sun 
One, though it is at least a year behind 
Microsoft. Still, large numbers of cell 
phones and smart devices running 
Java- or Linux-based open-source 
code could challenge Microsoft's 
.Net. The target for both .Net and Sun 
One is Web-based services, especially in 
the hot peer-to-peer area. The huge suc- 
cess of the original Napster service illus- 
trates how powerful it can be to allow indi- 
viduals to interact directly with one anoth- 
er on a peer-to-peer basis. 

To bolster JavaOne, Sun this spring 
released Jxta to the open-source communi- 
ty, under a license that permits extensions to 
Jxta to be owned by the developers. While 
not the pure open source of Linux, this 
licensing approach could help companies 
earn money for their work with Jxta. The 
result could be services available across PCs, 
cell phones, wireless handhelds, and other 
devices. 

Still, the industry is littered with pro- 
jects that almost challenged Microsoft's 
lock on operating systems and applica- 
tions. At the very least, open-source efforts 
are creating solutions that aren't controlled 
by a single company. Whether the many 
competitors involved in open source can 
produce compatible, efficient solutions 
remains to be seen.

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What's Wrono 
With Auctions 

Auctions are like a game in which the goal is to screw your 
opponent, and the best cheater wins. 

Wk Mk JfANT TO KNOW HOW TO MAKE MONEY FROM THE 
Vlf Internet? Auction off the assets of failed dot-coms and take a percent- 
age of the deal. In California, hardly a week goes by without an auc- 
tion of dot-com assets. These auctions are flooding California with used equipment 
that's new enough to hurt sales of new equipment. Hence, a slowdown. 

The irony is that the auction concept, as implemented online, helped trigger 
the dot-com mania in the first place. In the early moments of the Web, guys like 



Jerry Kaplan were promoting early auction 
concepts (OnSale.com), and just about 
everyone was saying auctions were the way 
all commerce would go. Everything would 
become an auction. Furthermore, because 
of the efficiency and communications 
capabilities of the Web, much of this activ- 
ity would take place online. The fallout, 
they said, will be the virtual destruction 
of commerce as we know it. 

That was the litany from 1997 
to the crash. While I should 
have been blindly investing, I 
was questioning the logic 
of the whole thing. More 
important, I was question- 
ing the sociology. Listening 
to online-auction promot- 
ers was like listening to 
a broken record. Everyone 
had obviously gone to 
the same one or two pre- 
sentations promoting this 
concept. 

The promoters had their 
litany, so I decided to develop a 
counter-litany: The mercantile system they 
describe is not dissimilar to the routine 
found in parts of South America and 
throughout the Middle East. It's called hag- 
gling. Most Americans don't like to haggle, 
and neither do the Japanese. In Europe, you 
find pockets of haggling, but just pockets. 
It's an old-fashioned way of doing business 
that's long since been surpassed by fixed 
pricing. 



Indeed, some large car dealerships 
switched from haggling to fixed pricing, and 
most consumers prefer this fixed-price sys- 
tem. Studies continually show people don't 
like the old-fashioned car-dealership 
approach to sales, which forces you to hag- 
gle whether you want to or not. It usually 
means numerous trips 
by the salesperson to 
the sales manager to 




get various approvals, and it's one of the 
most annoying experiences one can endure. 

Unfortunately, fixed pricing may lead to 
price fixing. Haggling and auctions attempt 
to correct this, but fostering competition 
will do the same thing. 

No one's ever adequately rebutted this 
basic observation, leading me to believe 
auctions, being a form of haggling, will 



never occupy more than a niche in the grand 
scheme of commerce. Now that we've wit- 
nessed years of online auctions, from 
reverse to Dutch to eBay, we can see auc- 
tions' advantages and disadvantages. 

• Advantages. The main advantage of an 
online auction isn't the auction mechanism; 
it's the communications capability of the 
Internet. Normally, when you have some 
seriously obscure item only a few people in 
the world desire, the only way to sell it is 
through a specialist, if there is one. In most 
cases, the specialist doesn't exist or is known 
to only a few people. The Internet, however, 
brings in more possible buyers for any item. 
This is the only reason the auction model 
works well. Just like the beginning of any 
mercantile system, pricing is unknown 
because demand is unknown, hence hag- 
gling. Auctions work well when you have a 
widget and not a clue what it's worth. All 
you know is you want to sell it. But once you 
establish a market with a price floor, why 
auction after that? 

• Disadvantages. The disadvantages stem 
from the same mechanism as the advan- 
tages: the Internet itself. Because there's 
no central authority, people are buying and 
selling among themselves in ways that 
invite fraud. Internet fraud is now one of 
the world's fastest-growing crimes. People 

are selling fake goods, inferior-quality 
products, and misrepresented 
items. Then there are the buy- 
ers who don't pay for what 
they receive. 

It's the haggling concept 
on which the auction model 
1 is based that's the problem. It 

m has at its roots a notion that 

m both buyer and seller are try- 

ing to win some game. The 
seller is trying to get the 
most money while the buyer 
is after the best deal. The goal 
to screw your opponent: to 
either a good deal or a prof- 
itable sale at the other person's expense. 
The logical progression is always toward 
cheating. Thus, such a system can't be sus- 
tained without burdensome watchdogs 
and regulators. 

Finally, do-it-yourself auctions and spe- 
cialty houses have the potential to decimate 
the online-auction business model by decen- 
tralizing everything to an extreme. 
Eventually, online auctions will find them- 
selves in the same niche auctions have 
always occupied — over in the corner.

MrSwap.com is limited to staples such as 
movies, music, and video games. Half.com 
and Switchouse add bigger-ticket items such 
as electronics and computers. 

THE DEVIL IS IN THE DATABASE 

Unlike eBay, or even Amazon, corn's small- 
business-oriented zShops, fixed-price mar- 
ketplaces use rigid product databases to 
organize listings. On eBay, you may see a 
monitor described as a "21 -inch Sony 
Trinitron." But is that the CPD-E500 or 
the CPD-G500? On Half.com and 
Switchouse, the listing is clear-cut. 
Half.com even sorts the results by the con- 
dition of the product when there are mul- 
tiple sellers. Unfortunately, none of these 
services lets you search for someone you ve 
purchased from in the past. 

In terms of product selection and trans- 
action volume, Half.com takes the lead, in 
my ad hoc experience. And more transac- 
tions mean more user ratings. I regularly find 
sellers with 500 sales (and related ratings) on 
Half.com, compared with just dozens on 
Switchouse. But the number of user ratings 
on Switchouse will likely increase as its 
selling volume rises. MrSwap.com doesn't 
show individual ratings, just an icon indicat- 
ing whether a seller's products reached the 



buyer in good condition. 

Other cool Half.com tools include 
product decision-making guides acquired 
from the defunct Deja.com, and the ability 
for buyers and sellers to communicate via 
e-mail without revealing their e-mail address- 
es. Later this year, Half.com will post the 
most popular questions about specific prod- 
ucts. Equally helpful is Switchouse's 
Switchcraft tool, which finds the lowest 




prices on products you 
want to buy and the highest prices on prod- 
ucts you want to sell. A cool feature at 
MrSwap.com is the ability to lend your stuff 
in return for points, which you can then use 
for purchases at a rate of $1 a point. 

WHO PAyS WHOM 

Instead of letting buyers and sellers fend 
for themselves on payment issues, all these 
fixed-price marketplaces handle credit-card 



transactions just like traditional e-tailers. Both 
Switchouse and MrSwap.com place sales pro- 
ceeds in member accounts; Half.com recently 
began offering sellers a free biweekly direct- 
deposit feature. Switchouse still offers buyers 
the option of dealing directly with sellers. It 
also offers sellers direct deposit or transfer to a 
credit card once a month as long as their 
accounts hold at least $50. MrSwap.com holds 
funds in escrow until the buyer receives the 
product. Once transferred into the seller's 
account, funds are available immediately for 
making purchases from other sellers. The 
service also cuts checks on demand, minus a 
5 percent fee. 

MrSwap.com makes up for the check fee 
by not charging commission on sales. 
Switchouse charges 10 percent of the total 
transaction, including shipping rates, which it 
sets at a flat fee for the first item and a scaled- 
down fee for each additional item. Half.com 
charges $2.99 apiece to ship a hardcover book. 
It returns $2.20 of that to the seller for the first 
book and 83 cents apiece for each additional 
book in the order. Commissions on the selling 
j price are heftier too, starting at 15 percent for 
• items under $50. Sellers set their own ship- 
ping rates on big-ticket products and pay 
Half.com straight commission, which 
k drops to 5 percent on items over $500. 
Shipping charges at MrSwap.com are 
based on weight, and it's the only one of 
the three that sends sellers prepaid mail- 
ers. Of course, this may slow down the 
transaction somewhat. 

Half.com has the best buyer- 
protection policy by far, offering up to 
$750 per transaction for a total of 
three per member. MrSwap.com and 
Switchouse offer a lifetime total of only $50, 
and MrSwap.com offers no guarantee if the 
condition of the item is materially different 
from its description in the listing. 



INFORMED DECISIONS 

Fixed-price marketplaces give auction-shy 
shoppers a place to buy used and feel good 
about it. For my money, Half.com is the best 
in terms of usability, price, and selection. But 
features such as Switchcraft make Switchouse 
worth checking out. MrSwap.com is best for 
those who like the point system or sellers who 
like no-fuss shipping.

The Fall and Rise. 

Of Home video 

Digital still cameras with video-capture capabilities will replace 
camcorders and bring the PC into the living room. 

m M IDEO, LIKE ALL MEDIA, IS ON AN INEXORABLE PATH FROM 
analog to digital. The repercussions of this shift will take some time 
to become apparent, but when the dust settles, there will be a sur- 
prising result: Camcorders, analog and digital, will plummet in popularity. 

Camcorders using VHS tape brought home-video making into the main- 
stream; 8mm camcorders expanded the market by making the devices less 
bulky. In recent years, digital camcorders have moved rapidly into the market, 
and analysts expect them to dominate within a few years. 

For the most part, however, digital cam- ; some have achieved megapixel resolution 



corders don't substantially change the expe 
rience. Home videos tend to be boring to 
watch, because in an hour of real-time 
video, there may be a few highlights of less 
than 30 seconds each. People rarely share 
unedited video with friends and family 
because it's just too dull. 

An edited version of the video featuring 
only the highlights would be much more 
interesting than the unedited original. 
Editing digital video on a PC can be fun for 
video hobbyists, but for others it's just too 
time-consuming, no matter how easy it may 
eventually be. 

New services that produce DVDs 
from analog or digital videotapes are 
appearing. These discs are more than 
just simple duplicates of the tapes, 
however. Sophisticated image-analysis 
software detects scene changes to 
break the video into sections, making 
it easy to jump from scene to scene. 
Two examples of companies provid- 
ing this service are YesVideo.com 
(www.yesvideo.com) and LifeClips 
(www.lifeclips.com). DVD also offers 
greater longevity; videotapes begin to 
degrade in as few as 15 years, making 
them a poor long-term medium for 
preserving memories. 

The biggest change in home-video 
recording, however, will come from 
the convergence of still and video 
cameras. Digital camcorders can cap- 
ture still images as well as video, and 



for stills. On the flip side, most new digital 
"still" cameras can capture short, low-reso- 
lution video clips, while others approach 
VHS quality 

As digital video cameras become able to 
capture higher-resolution stills, and digital 
still cameras boost the quality and duration 
of their video capture, the two categories 
will begin to overlap. Because both classes of 
cameras will be able to capture both video 
and still images, the defining difference will 
become the storage medium: tape or flash 
memory. For long video recordings, tape 
will retain a huge advantage over solid-state 
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i memory for years to come. But, again, long 
i videos are rarely useful because they need to 
I be edited to be worth watching. 

Once digital still cameras can capture 
I several minutes of TV-quality video- 
enabled by faster processors in the cameras, 
denser flash memory, and better compres- 
sion capabilities — consumer interest in cam- 
corders will fall sharply. Carrying both a 
video and a still camera is a pain, and you 
constantly have to decide which to use. A 
few minutes of video is all most consumers 
will care about capturing in one session, 
making it unnecessary to deal with the bulk 
and limitations of tape media. As a result, 
the descendants of today's digital still cam- 
eras are likely to be the most popular prod- 
ucts, slashing the market for camcorders. 

Short video clips are much easier to 
enjoy and share because they're quick to 
watch and can be readily identified using the 
starting frame as an iconic representation. In 
some ways, they're more like "moving pic- 
tures" than traditional video: the 15 seconds 
of blowing out the birthday-cake candles 
rather than 15 minutes of the birthday party. 

Another sharing limitation of video is it 
has no printed form, at least not until digital 
paper is perfected. Computer monitors and 
other displays will become a common way 
to view and share still photos, however, and 
they can display video just as well. 

PC AS SHOEBOX 

The shift toward digital video clips, as well as 
the shift from film-based to digital stills, will 
have a huge impact on the importance of 
home computers. With a camcorder, con- 
sumers archive the tapes and play them 
through a television. With a video- 
capable digital still camera, con- 
sumers capture the video on 
solid-state media that will 
• L • remain too expensive not to 
^\jl^g reuse. They'll transfer video 
to a computer disk for stor- 
age and erase the flash card. 
The change to computer- 
stored video and still images will 
make it essential for consumers 
to have some kind of computing 
device in the living room, not 
just in the home office or den. 
Whether that device will be a 
descendant of the PC or of the 
set-top game console in the long 
term remains to be seen, but the 
PC is the clear winner in the 
near term.

The heated rivalry between AMD and Intel makes a system running Intel's top-of-the- 
line CPU, the 1.7GHz Pentium 4, the obvious, if unfair, comparison for the Performance 
1333TD. Sys Technology's choice of a GeForce2 MX-based graphics card, instead of a 
card based on the latest Ultra version, was a performance drag almost across the board, 
but a notable exception was the 1333TD's BAPCo SYSmark 2001 Office Productivity rat-

Keep in mind that in 
place of the 45GB IBM Deskstar 75GXP 
hard drive that was in our evaluation sys- 
tem, Sys Technology will soon switch to a 
40GB Deskstar 60GXP drive. We wouldn't 
expect to see any significant change in per- 
formance, however. 

Despite the 1333TD's business bent, 
Sys Technology hasn't left it devoid of 
creature comforts. The GeForce2 MX 
graphics card will do 3D acceptably, if 
not exceptionally well. Both DVD and 
CD-RW drives are included; the CD-RW 
is a speedy 12x/l0x/32x model, the DVD 
a 16x. The ViewSonic PF790 Professional 



Series monitor has one of the flattest 
screens you'll find on a CRT. The 19-inch 
display's 0.25mm dot pitch makes it excel- 
lent for graphics, and its 18-inch viewing 
area affords a good-size vista for DVD 
playback. 

In fact, the only major component 
shortfall with the 1333TD is its Altec 
Lansing ACS21 speakers. They're adequate 
for business use, but Sys offers better alter- 
natives that run all the way up to a phe- 
nomenal Klipsch 4.1 ProMedia five-piece 
speaker system if you want to upgrade to 
concert-level sound. 

If you're thinking about upgrading 
internal components, the 1333TD's mid- 
tower case requires tools to work in. But

LOOKING FOR A SYSTEM THAT'S GOT IT ALL? LOOK NO FURTHER THAN 
the $2,624 Gateway Performance 1700XL. This system has almost all the tools a 
rabid gamer or amateur moviemaker could want, starting with a 1.7GHz 
Pentium 4 processor, 128MB of PC800 Rambus DRAM (RDRAM), and a vast hard drive. 
Best of all, this power comes at an aggressive price. 

By the time Pentium 4 systems become commonplace, the Performance 1700XL may 
not be the fastest PC around, but for now it's among the speediest Windows Me systems 
we've seen. It delivers excellent performance for 3D graphics and video encoding/ decod- 
ing. Its hard drive throughput is oddly disappointing, however, delivering lower throughput 
than the Performance 1300 we looked at in our May issue (see "Pentium 4 Power Without 



the Premium," p. 64) despite a normally 
zippy 7,200rpm Ultra ATA/ 100 IBM 
Deskstar 75GXP hard drive. Nonetheless, 
that 75GB drive gives you plenty of room 
for your home movies, and it goes without 
saying that the system will blitz through 
your everyday apps. (At press time, 
Gateway announced it would be upgrading 
the hard drive to an 80GB model.) 

The Performance 1700XL is particularly 
well-equipped for video work. The graphics 
subsystem is spearheaded by an nVidia 
GeForce2 Ultra-based card, and the system 
also provides three IEEE 1394 (FireWire) 
and four USB ports to hook up your DV or 
still digicams. Some ports of both types are 
conveniently located on the front of the 
system.

The Creative Labs Sound Blaster Live 
Value card is paired with a great-sounding 
Boston Acoustics BA7500G surround-sound 
system. These speakers can pump out up to 
107dB of digital sound, with a 45Hz-to-

OST NEW DESKTOP TECHNOLOGIES MAKE THEIR DEBUT ON 
consumer-oriented systems, especially gaming PCs, then trickle down to 
business PCs. Hewlett-Packard's $2,600 Vectra VL800MT desktop is a major 
exception. Designed for corporate power users, this 1.7GHz Pentium 4 PC offers the 
most horsepower money can buy— short of a workstation— for tackling high-end appli- 
cations such as presentation development, financial modeling, computer animation, and 
Web content creation. 

On paper, the VL800MT doesn't look overly impressive. Sure it's got the fastest desktop 
processor out there, 256MB of PC800 Rambus DRAM (RDRAM), and Windows 2000 
Professional. But it also has a moderate-size 40GB hard drive, an nVidia GeForce2 GTS- 
based card with just 
32MB of DDR 
memory, no CD-RW 
drive (though it does 
have CD-ROM and 
DVD drives), and no 
speakers — not quite 
what you'd expect 
from a system that 
costs $2,600. The 
specs don't tell 
the whole story, 
however. 

The VL800MT is 
designed for one 
purpose only: perfor- 
mance on high-end 
business applica- 
tions. And it delivers 
with excellent scores 

on tests that measure performance on both 
business and content-creation applications. 
This Vectra achieved a BAPCo SYSmark 
2001 overall rating of 169, with an Internet 
Content Creation score of 187 and an 
Office Productivity mark of 152. These 
scores make the Vectra the fastest business 
performer we've seen so far. The one area 
where the VL800MT lagged was on gaming 
tests, but given its intended audience this 
shouldn't be cause for concern. 

While you're speeding through work, 
you'll have no regrets spending the hours 
face to face with HP's P920 monitor. The 
highlight of this system, the nearly flat 
19-inch display has a 0.24mm dot pitch. 
Aside from nominally sharper graphics, 
crisper-looking text, and precise video dis- 
play, the 0.24mm dot pitch means that the 
P920 is actually usable at a resolution of 
1,600 by 1,200 pixels. In fact, the P920 can 



reach a maximum of 1,920 by 1,440 at 
70Hz (a non-VESA mode), but we found 
this setting a bit too cramped for our tastes. 

Whether on or under a desk, the 
VL800MT is one of the quietest systems 
you'll ever (not) hear, despite its three cool- 
ing fans. Credit that to HP's Ultraflow intel- 
ligent cooling system, which relies on infor- 
mation provided by thermal sensors to 
modulate the speed of the CPU and case 
fans for optimal cooling at minimal rpm. 
Network ergonomics are handled through 
a plethora of remote- and local-manage- 
ment and diagnostic tools. The manageabil- 
ity features are designed to meet the needs 
of large enterprises and their IT staffs, but 
these features can be equally useful to small 
and medium-size businesses. 

The HP e-Diagtools feature is equally 
noteworthy. If the preboot diagnostics 
detect a fault, the system emits an audible

Rockin' Speed in a 

Classy Chassis 

DELIVERING BLAZING SPEED AT A VERY FAIR PRICE, THE TWO-SPINDLE, 
high-octane $2,199 LifeBook E Series notebook from Fujitsu will satisfy itinerant 
business users who require a modicum of portability without sacrificing much in 
the way of power or performance. The 7.2-pound E Series is no flyweight, but its single 
swappable drive bay— and external, USB-compatible floppy drive, which can be left at 
home— help it shave off valuable ounces while still packing in plenty of tricks and treats. 
(The system unit itself measures 1.4 inches by 12.1 inches by 10.3 inches.) And the nifty 
wireless mouse is a handy addition — if you're right-handed. 

With SYSmark 2001* scores ranging from a respectable 78 in Office Productivity to a 
whiz-bang 90 in Internet Content Creation, our evaluation model put its 850MHz Pentium 
III CPU and 128MB of RAM to excellent use. System RAM can be expanded to 512MB. 
The package 



includes a 20GB hard 
drive and a modular 8x 
DVD-ROM drive (the 
latter hot-swappable, 
thanks to Softex's 
BayManager utility). 
The notebook's flexi- 
ble bay can be outfit- 
ted with the DVD 
drive, a floppy drive, a 
CD-ROM drive, a CD- 
RW drive, a SuperDisk 
LS-120 drive, a weight- 
saver module, or a sec- 
ond lithium-ion bat- 
tery. Even the single 
standard battery lasted 
a solid 3 hours and 31 
minutes on our 
BatteryMark test. 

We loved the E 
Series' simple and elegant silver finish and 
classy lines. Opening the case reveals a 
14.1 -inch TFT display capable of handling 
a resolution of 1,024 by 768, while the 
Rage Mobility graphics subsystem and 
16MB of video memory deliver up to 
1,600 by 1,200 at 16-bit color on an exter- 
nal display. Full-motion, full-screen DVD 
playback was hiccup-free, though we did 
observe slight pixelation in dark picture 
fields. While our Quake III Arena test ran 
at a mediocre 26.5 frames per second, 
most mobile gamers will use less demand- 
ing resolution and color settings and find 
performance more than acceptable. 

We have only a few minor complaints 
about the E Series. The first concerns its 
keyboard. Although we appreciate its firm 



overall feel, we would have liked a bit 
more travel to the keys and a more gener- 
ous click when they are depressed. We 
also take issue with the shrunken size and 
suboptimal positioning of the Backspace 
key, as well as with the arrow keys' posi- 
tioning too close to the wrist rest. 

The fully programmable Fujitsu touch 
pad worked well, although the sleek-look- 
ing actuation buttons suffer for their aes- 
thetic appeal; they are too small and stiff. 
We like the four application /Web-access 
buttons along the front of the system, 
which are very easy to program. These 
also serve as number-combination but- 
tons, providing a robust level of hardware 
and software security. 

Fujitsu offers both a port replicator

Fujitsu loads the LifeBook with 
Microsoft Works Suite 2000 (which 
includes Microsoft Word), Quicken 
2001, McAfee.com ActiveShield, 
Adobe Acrobat Reader, PC-Doctor 
for Windows, PowerQuest Drive 
Image, and Battery Aid. 

Backed by a standard one-year 
parts-and-labor warranty (which can be 
upgraded to three years for $179.95) 
and 24/7 toll-free technical support, the 
LifeBook E Series is definitely a serious 
computer for a serious user. It's not 
light on the pocketbook, but it still 
gives you plenty of bang for your buck. 
And the E Series is also available in more 
modest configurations, though all come with 
the 14.1-inch display. The cheaper models 
come with either a 750MHz or 650MHz 
Pentium III processor, and only a 10GB hard 
drive. The cheapest version leaves out the 
wireless mouse and 64MB of the RAM. 

The corporate user balancing both trav- 
el weight and price will gravitate toward 
the Fujitsu LifeBook E Series. The model 
we evaluated delivered great performance, 
solid multimedia, and good gaming for a 
fair price. Only a few minor quirks, such as 
a mediocre keyboard, hold it back from 
Hall of Fame status. —Asa Somers

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LIKE SO MANY OF APPLE COMPUTER'S PRODUCTS, THE ORIGINAL 
iBook generated its share of controversy. Many thought it was too heavy and 
large given its 12.1 -inch display. But Apple's update of this consumer portable 
may finally silence the critics. It's smaller, lighter, and faster. It has more 
ports than the original, comes with a larger hard drive, and provides better screen resolu- 
tion. It even has features missing from the much pricier PowerBook G4, such as an option- 
al CD-RW drive, and it matches the G4's exceptional battery life. Given its extensive fea- 
ture set, the new $1,499 iBook isn't just the portable to beat at the consumer level; it's the 

portable to beat at any level. 

All iBook configurations have the same basic specifications: a 500MHz Motorola 
PowerPC G3 processor, 10GB hard drive, and 12.1-inch TFT screen. They all include two 
USB ports, one IEEE 

1394 (Fire Wire) port, flHHHHBBHBHHI 

and both 10/ lOOmbps 
Ethernet and a V90 
modem. They're also 
AirPort-ready. The 
iBook is designed to 
take a beating, with a 
tough polycarbonate 
plastic case enclosing 
a magnesium frame 
and a rubber-mount- 
ed hard drive, but it 
still weighs less than 5 
pounds (5.8 pounds 
with the AC adapter). 

The $1,299 base 
model comes with 
64MB of RAM and a 
CD-ROM drive; all 
other configurations 
come with 128MB. 
The $1,499 model 
we tested has a 
DVD-ROM drive, 

while a $1,599 built-to-order model has an 
8x/4x/24x CD-RW The top-end $1,799 
model includes a DVD-ROM /CD-RW 
combo drive. If the iBook is going to be 
your only computer, this last model may 
offer the best bang for your buck. 

The new iBook's 12.1 -inch display is the 
same size as that of the previous iBook, but 
the similarities end there. The new unit's 
video system is powered by a Rage 
Mobility 128 graphics chip backed with 
8MB of memory, and the screen has a 
native resolution of 1,024 by 768 (XGA), 
which gives you more work area but makes 
everything on the screen appear relatively 





small. You can switch back the display to 
800 by 600 if you're uncomfortable with 
the higher resolution. 

The 8MB graphics subsystem and XGA 
resolution should please all but the most 
demanding game players. And while the 
two small speakers right above the key- 
board don't deliver big bass response, even 
at full volume they didn't make audio 
sound tinny or distorted. One nice touch is 
the new touch pad, which, unlike the previ- 
ous iBook's, has a slight ledge so you can 
tell without looking that your finger has 
reached the edge.

can't keep up with 
the G4, but it's still 
no slouch. On our 
Adobe Photoshop 
test, the iBook took 
22 minutes and 43 
seconds to complete 
the same tasks that 
the G4 polished off 
in less than half that 
time. That's no 
great surprise, 
because our G4 had 
twice the system 
memory, three times 
the memory dedi- 
cated to Photoshop, 
and the G4's 
Velocity Engine, 
which is fully uti- 
lized by 
Photoshop. 
Nonetheless, 
for day-to- 
day tasks, 
you'll find 
the iBook a 
snappy and 
responsive system. 

We certainly have no com- 
plaints about the battery life. In 
the worst-case scenario, running 
DVDs flat-out with the screen 
blazing, the battery lasted just 
over 2 hours. With power-saving 
features all employed and under a 
light workload, it ran for 5 hours 
and 16 minutes. 

Our iBook came with Mac OS 
9.1. Apple recently announced that 
it will ship OS X alongside OS 9.1 
on all new machines, but given the 
weaknesses of the current version 
of OS X and its lack of DVD sup- 
port as of this writing, we suggest 
most users stick with OS 9.1 as their prima- 
ry OS. The iBook should handle OS X capa- 
bly, however. Apple includes a one-year lim- 
ited warranty with the iBook. A three-year 
AppleCare service-and-support package 
costs an additional $249. 

Apple's new iBook is an excellent value 
in a Mac portable. It has a compact, sturdy 
design, delivers more than enough oomph 
for ordinary tasks, offers all the ports and 
drive options you'll ever need, and even — 
dare we say it — looks sexy. Unless you have 
intense graphics requirements, you really 
can't go wrong with the iBook.

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WINBOOK COMPUTER'S NEW $1,499 Jl WILL GIVE YOU GIGAHERTZ - 
notebook bragging rights at a surprisingly low price. But be careful about 
getting into a benchmark drag race against your buddies with more power- 
ful notebooks: The Jl sports a Corvette engine, but enough Cavalier parts are thrown in 
to limit its performance. So while the WinBook Jl offers a fast processor at a low price, 
a sluggish hard drive and an outdated graphics chip curb its overall speed. 

The heart of the Jl is a 1GHz Pentium III processor. WinBook chose to use a desk- 
top version of the CPU rather than the notebook model, allowing the system memory 
to run at 133 MHz— which doesn't seem to matter in light of the system's overall slow- 
ness. (Our tested configuration used 100MHz SDRAM, however.) Unfortunately, this 
processor doesn't have the SpeedStep or other power-saving features found in notebook- 
optimized CPUs. 
As a result, the 
WinBook J 1 
turned in a decent 
but unexceptional 
2 hours and 43 
minutes of 
battery life. 

Opening the 
sleek silver lid 
reveals a sharp 
13. 3 -inch TFT 
LCD screen; 12.1- 
inch and 14.1 -inch 
options are also 
available. Backed 
by a dated Trident 
CyberBlade il 
graphics chip, the 
notebook clocks in 
below-average per- 
formance for busi- 
ness apps, howev- 
er. And its 3D per- 
formance is 

abysmal: Quake III Arena looked more 
like a slide show than a game. These 
results are due in part to the CyberBlade 
il chipset borrowing 8MB of system RAM 
for graphics memory. 

On the plus side, DVDs play well, 
although audio sounds distorted at higher 
volumes. The keyboard has an average 
feel; the layout is generally good, except 
for the page-movement keys, which are 
crammed along the right edge. Above 
the keyboard sit two programmable 
function keys, as well as two volume- 
control buttons. 

The Jl is fairly compact and light for a

of 7 pounds. The 10GB ATA/ 66 Toshiba 
Super Slimline hard drive offers less than 
half the throughput of the disk subsys- 
tems in some of the other 1GHz note- 
books we Ve tested.

Warranty and support policies 
are rather slim. You can pay an 
extra $99 to bump the warranty 
from a year to a more respectable 
three years. WinBook doesn't offer 
onsite service or 24/7 phone tech 
support, though the company says 
it provides 24/7 support through 
its tech-support Web site. The 
company is currently upgrading 
that Web site, and the change is a big 
improvement, but it can't compare with 
the online support offered by Dell and 
others. The only software included is 
Windows Me. 

The WinBook J 1 is one of the least 
expensive 1GHz notebooks on the mar- 
ket, but the compromises made to other 
components to keep the price down 
reduce the advantages of the fast proces- 
sor. If budget's a big consideration, you 
can find better overall performance in a 
notebook with a slightly slower processor 
and a better balance of components.

What it doesn't offer is compactness. 

Weighing 9 ounces, the 5. 2-by-3.3-by-0. 8-inch E-125 won t fit 
in a shirt pocket, and unless you can 
palm a basketball, you won't find it a 
good fit for your hand, either. Factor 
in the boxy look, and the E-125 is 
inescapably clunky as pocket-size 
computers go. It's fine for a briefcase or 
pocketbook, however, and it offers 
features that make it worth carrying. 

The E-125's strongest asset is its color 
screen. It's brighter than the one in 
Compaq's iPaq 3600 series, which is bright 
enough to use as a flashlight. The 
Cassiopeia also supports 65,536-color dis- 
play, rather than the Compaq's 4,096 col- 
ors — a big difference if you view photos. 
Alas, setup is more confusing than it

THIS IS MORE LIKE IT. THE FIRST SONY CUE, 
with its monochrome display and lack of multimedia 
applications, was a disappointment. Now Sony has 
finally delivered the PDA we'd expect from an 
electronics giant. 

The $499.99 Sony CUE PEG-N710C 
combines the compact size and personal- 
information-manager applications of a 
Palm OS device, the power of a Pocket 
PC, and typical Sony panache. But the 
extra functionality makes for a more 
complicated device. 

The new CUE looks different than its 
predecessor: a bit taller and thicker, but 
narrow enough to fit comfortably in your 
hand. The silver case, with its chrome 
accents and navy leather flip-cover, com- 
pletes an attractive package. 

But the CUE has more than good looks. 
It includes 8MB of RAM and 4MB of flash 
memory, but its best feature is its color 




display, a reflective TFT with 320-by-320 reso- 
lution, twice that of the Palm IIIc or 
Handspring Visor Prism. Compared with 
those devices, the CLIE's display is brighter, 
smoother, and more detailed. 

The CUE runs version 3.5.2S of the Palm 
OS and has all the usual PIM applications 
that implies, but it also includes applications 
that let you play digital audio (Audio Player), 
as well as view still images (PictureGear 
Pocket) and short videos (gMovie). These 
applications can be difficult to use, however. 

The CUE includes an 8MB Memory Stick, 
which wont give you enough space for digital

Could Use a Hand 

IN THE VECTOR-ILLUSTRATION ARENA, MACROMEDIA'S 
$399 FreeHand 10 is an uninspiring contender. Its drawing 
tools and features just haven't kept up with the competition, 
despite incremental improvements and a revamped interface. 

Like Adobe Illustrator, FreeHand has an interface centered on a 
set of tabbed palettes, which can be nested to save screen space. 
The palettes are used to access most of 
the program's features, such as colors, 
fills, strokes, transformations, and page 
setup. Macromedia arbitrarily calls some 
of the palettes panels and others inspec- 
tors, and we found it confusing to rum- 
mage around the Windows menu to 
find the one we wanted to open. Also, 
FreeHand's Layers palette is limited. It 
lacks a hierarchical object manager, so 
we couldn't group layers or organize 
objects within them. Worse, you won't 
find any thumbnail previews to help you 
find your way around the illustration. 
FreeHand offers a toolbox that's

well-stocked with geometric and line-drawing 
tools, but it's haphazardly organized. It has 
a main toolbar, an Xtra toolbar, and yet 
another toolbar filled with Xtra operations. 
Fortunately, you can create your own toolbars 
to force a logical arrangement. 

The tools are responsive and easy to use, 
but we wish they had more muscle. We 
couldn't add a drop shadow to a bitmap or 
text. (You have to convert the text to paths to 
do so.) And while FreeHand has a set of static 
lenses for applying special effects to objects, 
they don't measure up to the live effects 
found in CorelDraw and Illustrator.

The key improvement is the 
program's support for 24-bit 
audio with sample rates as high 
as 192KHz.

police stations, and cigar factories — 
and, later on, power plants, casinos, and 
TV stations. Other landscaping touches 
include flower beds, trees, fountains, 
and the occasional statue to remind 
everyone who's in charge. 

There's a subtle, multilayered web of 
cause and effect in Tropico. Don't keep 
enough priests in your church, and a 
religious general might kick up a coup 
d'etat. Pay the farmers too little, and 
your lucrative tobacco trade might 
crumble like a stale cigar. 

If you revel in the details of a com- 
plex game system, you'll have a field 
day with Tropico's intricate social tapes- 
try.

Now, the Myst colossus 
strides back onto the gaming scene 
with Myst III: Exile, a game that 
builds on the legacy of the original 
and provides an almost magical 
sense of wonder. 

One of the great appeals of the 
Myst series has always been its ability to immerse you in visually enticing fantasy 
worlds. The same is all the more true in Myst III. The developers pull off the impres- 
sive feat of letting you use your mouse to pan your view freely and smoothly in all 
directions in any given scene. This may not sound like much to anyone accustomed 
to 3D shooters, but the level of detail in the game often borders on photo-realism. 
The ability to "mouse look" is enormously effective and makes mere sight-seeing 
highly entertaining. 

What really grabs your attention, though, isn't just the graphic detail, but how that 
realism is coupled with surreal whimsy. Myst III has the rare capacity to evoke a true 
sense of wonder as you explore its locations. The island of J'nanin, for instance, 
features buildings carved inside giant tusks that gracefully arch from the ground. 

Myst III should appeal to both gaming novices and hard-core gamers— even 
those skeptical of the Myst series. It combines intellectual challenge, solid story- 
telling, and scene after scene of stunning, imaginative beauty. Scott Osboume

An internal modem was also a require- 
ment, as was either a built-in or PC Card 
Ethernet adapter. Although a modem is use- 
ful for using a dial-up Internet connection, 
Ethernet connectivity is fast becoming a 
necessity on many college campuses for high- 
bandwidth access to the school computer net- 
work. (See the sidebar "Computing on 
Campus" for other essential features to look 
for in a college-bound notebook.) 

Most students value convenience over 
extreme portability, so we looked mainly at 
what are called "three-spindle" notebooks, 
units that can accommodate a floppy drive, a 
hard drive, and an optical (CD-ROM or DVD- 
ROM) drive simultaneously.

Academic use is only one consideration; 
inevitably, these notebooks will serve 
double duty as entertainment platforms.

able system is a great choice for students 
who value portability without entirely for- 
saking flexibility. By the time you read this, 
Compaq will have upgraded the configura- 
tion to include an 800MHz Pentium III 
CPU and a 20GB hard drive. 

This $l,472-direct system's silver-matte 
finish with dark battleship-gray accents and 
stylish detailing will cut quite a profile on 
most college campuses. And that beauty 
comes with a considerable amount of 
brawn: The Presario 1700 scored the fastest 
benchmark results in our roundup, out- 
matching even the Sony VAIO PCG- 
FX140 — the only other 700MHz Pentium 
Ill-based system included here — by an aver- 
age of about 7 percent. The Presario 1 700 
also lasted nearly 4 hours on our 
BatteryMark test, thanks to its large 
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3,600mAh lithium-ion battery. 

The notebook's 14.1 -inch XGA display 
provided rich, bright colors and adequate 
off-axis viewing, while the Rage 
Mobility-M graphics chip 
and 8MB of dedi- 
cated graphics 
RAM delivered 
good full-motion, 
full-screen video. But 
with a score of only 
6.6fps on our Quake III 
Arena test (which 
approximates standard 
desktop-computer settings 
for color depth and resolu- 
tion), the Presario 1700 is 
not recommended 
for serious gaming, 
though it will do in a 
pinch during the occasional study break. 

The notebook's case features a single 
swap bay that accommodates either a 
floppy drive or an optical drive (an 8x 
DVD-ROM drive, in our test unit), per- 
mitting hot-swapping via Softex's 
BayManager utility.

reflects its futuristic approach to comput- 
ing in its connectivity options as well, 
doing away with the old-fashioned serial 
port in favor of an S-Video-out connec- 
tor and dual USB ports. Because it fea- 
i tures an internal modem and Ethernet 
adapter, its single PC Card slot 
should suffice for most users. 

Although the Presario 1700's key- 
board doesn't quite com- 
pete with those 
of the Dell 
or IBM note- 
books we looked 
at, we were more than 
pleased by its firm feel, 
excellent travel, and substan- 
tial, satisfying click when the keys 
were depressed. We found ourselves chastis- 
ing Compaq for abbreviating the size of the 
Backspace key and placing it to the left of 
the Home key, however. Also, while the 
fully programmable Synaptics TouchPad is 
housed in an attractively designed wrist rest, 
the snazzy-looking actuation buttons don't 



have enough travel to make them easy to 
use. But a third programmable rocker but- 
ton, located beneath the actuation buttons, 
gives you four-way scrolling functionality or 
a host of other capabilities. 

The volume, digital-music, and one- 
touch Internet buttons above the keyboard 
are welcome features, though resetting the 
targets of the Internet buttons is a hassle: 
You must first log onto the Internet and 
handle this operation online. In fact, 
Compaq has done away with the standard 
Windows Internet wizard in favor of a 
Compaq login screen that you must use to 
get online the first time. Notebook novices 
may appreciate the added ease of use this 
affords, but seasoned users will probably 
find it a hindrance. 

Our evaluation model shipped with 
Windows Me and Microsoft Works, and 
comes standard with a one-year parts-and- 
labor warranty that can be upgraded to 
three years for $99. Electronic documenta- 
tion includes the excellent Compaq 
Knowledge Center, a compendium of trou- 
bleshooting tips and usage wizards, but we 
would also like to see complete electronic 
versions of the user manuals.

With good performance, a top- 
notch display, excellent docu- 
mentation, and a keyboard that 
rivals those of most desktop systems, the 
Dell Inspiron 2500 makes an excellent choice 
for students who aren't too concerned about 
their laptop's weight. The boxy Inspiron 
2500 tips the scales at a hefty 7.6 pounds, a 
considerable load to carry back and forth to 
the library every day. Still, it's a winner in 
most other respects — and at $1,682 direct, 
it's even a pretty good bargain. 

In today's market, where the aesthetics of 
electronic devices are decidedly streamlined 
and futuristic, the matte-black Inspiron 
2500's gaudy silver logo and unsightly inter- 
changeable color wrist-rest panels seem a 
throwback to a tackier time. Don't let this 
dissuade you, however. Opening the case 
reveals a gorgeous 15 -inch screen capable of 
displaying XGA resolution at 24-bit color. 
The optional 4MB video cache card in our 
evaluation model was able to drive external 
displays at resolutions up to 1,600 
by 1,200 at 256 colors. 

Dell's industry-leading Web 
site allows you to customize your 
Inspiron with ultrafine granularity; our 
evaluation unit came equipped with a fixed 
8x DVD drive, a modular floppy, and a 10GB 
hard drive, all of which the system accom- 
modates simultaneously. Performance for 
this 700MHz Celeron system did not stand 
out among the test group, although the unit 
did outperform the IBM ThinkPad A21e, the 
only other system with the same processor. 
Battery life for the Inspiron 2500's 3,800mAh 
lithium-ion cell (a "smart" battery with a 
push-button LED charge meter) was ade- 
quate at just over 3 hours. 

Using the Inspiron 2500 is a pleasure. It's 
been quite a while since any notebook's key- 
board has rivaled the much revered ones in 
IBM's ThinkPads — until now, that is. Dell has 
obviously been listening to its customers, 
equipping the Inspiron 2500 with a keyboard 
of uncompromising feel and layout. A full- 
size Backspace key, arrow cursor controls set 
far apart from the other keys, and arguably 
the best feel of all the keyboards here make it 
a luxury to type on. Dell complements the 
keyboard with a fully programmable 
Synaptics TouchPad with two large, if

slightly stiff, actuation buttons. 

Above the keyboard lie a hardware 
volume control and a row of dedi- 
cated keys that serve as both audio- 
CD controls and one-touch launch 
buttons for applications or 
the Net. The keys are 
easy to program 
via the icon 
in the system tray, 
but we have been 
critical of Dell in 
the past for not engineering a way for these 
buttons to toggle quickly between their two 
intended purposes. As it is, you must switch 
their functionality with the Keyboard control 
panel, an awkward arrangement. 

Once you get your music CDs playing, 
you'll be quite pleased. Audio was rich-sound- 
ing and powerful, with just a hint of distor- 
tion at top volume. We found the operation of

The IBM ThinkPad A21e is another 
full-bodied notebook comparable to 
Dell's Inspiron 2500. This 6.8-pound 
model features a 15-inch TFT display, a com- 
fortable full-size keyboard, and a roomy 20GB 
hard drive. Granted, it weighs nearly a pound 
less than the Dell, but it bears a hefty $1,934 
direct price, and that doesn't even include 
DVD. As a result, we're not convinced that 
the ThinkPad's reputation for ruggedness and 
excellent workmanship justifies this unit's 
steep price. 

What's more, the 700MHz Celeron- 
based ThinkPad A21e brought up the rear 
in terms of benchmark performance, with 
BAPCo scores in the mid-50s. The unit 
also was incapable of completing our 
Quake III Arena frame-rate test due to its 
lack of 3D-graphics support. It did excel in 
battery life, though, lasting nearly 4 hours 
on a single charge.

hile most college students prefer 
the rugged if somewhat bulky 
designs of the four notebooks 
reviewed this month, the most itinerant 
pupils might be willing to sacrifice a roomy 
display and some other amenities for a 
sleek ultraportable laptop that's a cinch to 
carry between classes. That's where the 
Gateway Solo 3350CS comes in. This 
single-drive device tips the scales at 3.6 
pounds and barely makes a bulge in 
your backpack, although its $1 ,899 
direct price is even heftier 
than those of most of 
the other units. 

The unit's sleek 
blue metallic finish and 
dainty size make it pleasing 
to the eye. The slim, inch-thick 
chassis houses a 1 2. 1 -inch XGA 
display, while its Rage Mobility-M 
graphics chip is capable of driving an external 
monitor at a full 1 ,600 by 1 ,200 at 1 6-bit 
color. With a screen this small, however, the 
native resolution of 1 ,024 by 768 makes icons 
and text appear a bit small for some tastes. 

The Solo 3350CS houses only a single 
drive inside, a 1 0GB hard drive. Floppy and

optical drives (a 24x CD-ROM drive, in our 
test unit) are modules you swap in and out of 
a hard-plastic external "swap 
case." You connect the swap 
case to a port on the notebook 
with a proprietary cable. Unlike 
some competing ultraportables, the Solo pro- 
vides a full complement of ports, including 
built-in Ethernet and modem connectors, a 
USB port, and one Type II PC Card slot. 

The portable's compact size does affect its 
keyboard, which is slightly smaller than those 
of the full-size notebooks in our roundup. 
More important, the keyboard felt a little flim- 
sy, although key resistance and travel were 
better than expected. The fully programmable 
Synaptics TouchPad is paired with two small 
actuation buttons. Key combinations control 
volume, mute, and brightness. Performance 
on our benchmark tests was ade- 
quate, with the 600MHz 
Pentium Ill-based Solo 
3350CS predictably out- 
distancing the Celeron 
models but falling behind 
the faster Pentium III mod- 
f els. Frame rates on our 
Quake III Arena test 
proved the Solo 3350CS 
too slow to serve as a plat- 
form for gaming, although 
the system's monaural speak- 
er provided surprisingly loud 
and clean-sounding audio. The 
2,800mAh lithium-ion smart battery lasted 
a bit more than 2 hours on a single 
charge, about what you'd expect 
from a flyweight portable.

As we mentioned earlier, the ThinkPad 
keyboard finally has some competition from 
Dell's latest models, but that still doesn't 
detract from this notebook's superior key- 
board.

IBM models. Its tiny l,700mAh lithium-ion 
battery, however, lasted a mere 1 hour and 53 
minutes on our BatteryMark test. 

The rather mundane matte-finish black 
and purple case opens to reveal a crystal-clear 
14.1-inch TFT XGA display. The Intel 815EM 
graphics chip inside borrows up to 1 1MB of 
RAM from system memory and can drive an 
external display at resolutions up to 1,600 by 
1,200 at 256 colors.

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orget about Survivor. 
When it comes to politi- 
cal intrigue and ruthless 
alliance-building, reality 
TV can't hold a candle to 
the DVD industry. 

It's been more than 
four years since the first 
writable-DVD specification was completed, but 
endless bickering and power struggles have 
delayed the shipment of affordable models until 
just this year. Worse yet, the industry now sup- 
ports no less than five DVD-recording formats, 
most of which offer maddeningly different levels 
of compatibility with legacy disc players and 
with each other. 

Nonetheless, this confusion has done noth- 
ing to lessen the allure of devices that most peo- 
ple assume will be able to duplicate video DVDs 
as easily as a CD-R copies audio discs. But one of 
the biggest impediments to the timely appear- 
ance of DVD burners has been content providers' 
insistence on developing copy-protection mech- 
anisms that hinder just that type of activity. 

Unlike the original Compact Disc specifica- 
tions, which were shepherded by only two com- 
panies, DVDs were forced from the outset to 



meet the sometimes-conflicting requirements 
of the consumer-electronics, computer, movie, 
and record industries. As a result, most current 
DVD standards are either hard-fought compro- 
mises between proprietary formats or major 
revisions to earlier proposals that didn't pan out. 
Even today, the 230-member DVD Forum, widely 
considered the industry's definitive standards- 
making body, faces fierce competition from the 
powerful DVD+RW Alliance, which is aggressive- 
ly promoting its rival DVD+RW format. 

The good news is that none of these issues 
are showstoppers. Despite widespread confu- 
sion over seemingly competing standards, most 
writable-DVD formats actually complement each 
other and sometimes even coexist on the same 
hardware. Figuring out how to duplicate a copy- 
protected DVD may be beyond the scope of most 
users, but early adopters may find plenty of 
other compelling reasons to buy into the tech- 
nology. Best of all, the most prominent writable- 
DVD formats— DVD+RW and the Forum-sanc- 
tioned DVD-RAM, DVD-R, and DVD-RW— seem to 
have finally stabilized, making it possible for 
manufacturers to concentrate on the issues 
most important to consumers: price, availability, 
and compatibility.

trictly speaking, DVD-RAM drives 
have been shipping since 1998. But 
these Version 1.0 units were ignored 
by the buying public, which rejected their 
limitation to 2.6GB-per-side media — not near- 
ly the capacity needed to store the contents of 
even 4.7GB single-sided, single-layer mass- 
produced DVDs. 

The DVD Forum addressed this issue in 
1999 with the 4.7GB DVD-RAM 2.0 spec, and 
early 4.7GB models such as the $490 
Panasonic LF-D201U, $699 QueFire DVD- 
RAM, and $550 Toshiba SD-W2002 began 
shipping this year. 

Like their predecessors, DVD-RAM 2.0 
drives require special media that's incompati- 
ble with all but a few specially designed lega- 
cy DVD players. But this isn't necessarily a 
fatal flaw. Unlike other Forum specifications, 
the high-throughput DVD-RAM format is 
designed primarily for storing computer data 
and includes data-friendly features such as 
hard-drive-style random access, robust defect 
management, and optional protective disc 
cartridges. The recent DVD-RAM 2.1 specifi- 
cations addition of 1.45GB-per-side mini- 
DVD media makes the format equally 
attractive for Internet appliances and video 
recorders, such as Hitachi's recendy 
announced DZ-MV100A DVD-RAM 
camcorder, which lists for $2,000. 

Although it has the potential to become a 
high-capacity low-cost replacement for 
devices as diverse as magneto-optical, phase- 
change dual, Zip, and even floppy drives, 
DVD-RAM's incompatibility with other DVD 
formats lessens its ability to accommodate 
data-sharing applications. But this could 
change with the appearance next year of 
DVD Multi-compliant drives, which will be 
able to play nearly all popular DVD and CD 

formats. Furthermore, by

The first DVD-R drive was a $17,000 
Pioneer unit aimed at multimedia profession- 
als. But the landscape changed dramatically 
last year when the DVD Forum enhanced its 
original 3.95GB specification, renaming it 
DVD-R for Authoring, or DVD-R(A), and 
introducing a new consumer-oriented version 
called DVD-R for General, or DVD-R(G). 
Both formats produce discs readable by most 
DVD players, and neither can duplicate copy- 
protected titles, but only DVD-R(A) can cre- 
ate cutting masters for mass replication. The 
Forum also defined two corresponding class- 
es of DVD-R media, and neither type of drive 
can record onto discs intended for the other.

If all this isn't enough, Pioneer plans to

DVD-RW: WHEN ONCE IS NOT ENOUGH 

The DVD Forum's official sequen- 
tial-access rewritable format is 
DVD-RW. Like DVD-RAM or CD- 
RW, it lets you record a disc multiple times, 
but it doesn't support data-oriented fea- 
tures such as random access, defect man- 
agement, or fast constant angular velocity 
(CAV) rotational control. Although it can 
be used for real-time recording and data 
backup, DVD-RW's greatest potential is as 
a reusable medium for multimedia content 
development. Because it's essentially a 
rewritable version of DVD-R, it allows 
authors to create debuggable test discs that 
approximate the performance and func- 
tionality of a final DVD-R master. It should 
also be useful for distributing and sharing 
editable multimedia content such as draft 
presentations and home movies. 

The earliest DVD-RW drives appeared 
two years ago in Japan, but these initial mod- 
els required media that could be read by only 
about 70 percent of existing DVD players. 
The first domestic units, which began

shipping this year, employ improved Version 
1.1 media that is expected to achieve signifi- 
cantly greater compatibility without allowing 
copy-protected discs to be duplicated. 

Several companies have announced VCR- 
style DVD-RW digital video recorders, such 
as Zenith's $3,000 DVR. But most computer 
users will probably first encounter the tech- 
nology in dual-format DVD-R/ DVD-RW 
drives like the Pioneer DVR-A03 and similar 
products due from companies such as LG 
Electronics, Mitsubishi, Sharp, Sony, and 
Yamaha. Not only are these combo drives rel- 
atively inexpensive to produce, but they're 
also expected to appeal to buyers accustomed 
to dual-format CD-R/ CD-RW units. Adding 
even further to the mix of options, Sony and 
several other companies have announced 
plans for dual-format units that record both 
DVD-RW and DVD+RW discs. What's 





more, Sony offers a VAIO desktop PC that 
includes a TV tuner and a DVD-RW drive. 

DVD + RW: ONE SIZE FITS ALL 

Championed by the seven-member 
DVD+RW Alliance, DVD+RW is 
the only major writable DVD spec- 
ification that isn't sanctioned by the DVD 
Forum. It's a general-purpose format 
intended to meet all the requirements for 
which DVD-RAM, DVD-R, and DVD-RW 
are designed, making it equally suitable for 
video, data, and consumer-electronics 
applications. Although no DVD+RW 
drives were shipping as we went to press, 
Alliance members Hewlett-Packard, 
Philips, Ricoh, and Thomson Multimedia 
are all expected to have announced sub- 
$1,000 drives by the time you read this. 

These models will be a far cry from those 
originally envisioned by the Alliance. The ini- 
tial DVD+RW specification, which defined 
proprietary 3GB media, was scrapped in late 
1999 before any products actually appeared. 
The new version, based on CD-RW technolo- 
gy, specifies highly compatible 4.7GB media, 
as well as the ability to record CD-R and CD- 
RW discs and read DVD-R and DVD-RW 
media. Proponents predict that DVD+RW 
technology will attain a level of compatibility 
comparable to that of DVD-RW 

Ease of use is another strength. Alliance 
members claim that DVD+RW drives will 
operate like "a DVD-Video player with a red 
recording button." Many will have features 
such as one-touch recording, IEEE 1394 cam- 
corder inputs, and the ability to automatically 



generate index picture screens that display 
thumbnails of each recorded video clip. 

DVD+RW drives will also be able to 
switch between data and video modes trans- 
parently, depending on which application 
they're running. Like DVD-RAM models, 
they can function as defect-managed, ran- 
dom-access CAV drives, but when recording 
video, they revert to DVD-RW-like sequential 
access and constant linear velocity (CLV) 
operation. Theoretically, the format should be 
reliable enough for mission-critical data stor- 
age, while also providing the performance to 
record real-time streaming video. 

The DVD+RW Alliance recently 
announced the addition of a write-once 
(DVD+R) version of the DVD+RW specifi- 
cation. DVD+R drives are slated to be intro- 
duced by Alliance members such as HP well 
before the end of the year. Like DVD-R 
media, DVD+R discs are expected to be 
compatible with the majority of DVD-ROM

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These five under-$200 flatbed scanners let you turn images 
and documents into digital files with unprecedented ease. 

ntroduction by Steve Schwartz • Reviews by Alfred Poor and M. David Stone 



y most accounts, the 
slowing economy has not 
cooled off sales of flatbed 
scanners. In fact, scanners are 
hotter than ever due to a conver- 
gence of factors ranging from 
technological improvements to the 
swelling ranks of young families. 

On the technological end, 
advances in the design of imaging 
devices — a charge-coupled device 
(CCD) in most scanners, although 
one model reviewed here uses a 
contact image sensor (CIS)— have 
resulted in lower-cost units with 
better overall performance. And 



the widespread adoption of the 
Universal Serial Bus (USB) inter- 
face has made scanner setup, 
once a feared and oftentimes infu- 
riating task due to driver and hard- 
ware conflicts, a true plug-and- 
play experience. (Many models 
still give you the choice of a paral- 
lel-port connection for older PCs.) 

Although it's easy to find models 
selling for well under $100 (or, by 
the same token, well in excess of 
$500) , we aimed for the middle of 
the market for this roundup. The 
five flatbed scanners we selected — 
the Canon CanoScan N656U, 



Epson Perfection 640U, HP ScanJet 
4300Cse, Microtek ScanMaker 
V6UPL, and Visioneer OneTouch 
8800 USB— all sell for under $200, 
although they vary considerably in 
terms of their software bundles and 
target audiences.

easuring about the size of a 1.3-inch- 
thick legal-size file folder and weigh- 
ing only 3.3 pounds, the $129 Canon 
CanoScan N656U is one of the few flatbed 





scanners small and light enough to be used 
as a portable device. The N656U's small size 
also makes it a comfortable fit for a home or 
small office where space is at a premium. 

Installation is a snap: Unlock the scan- 
ning element, plug in the supplied USB 
cable, let Windows recognize the scanner, 
then install the programs from the CD. 
Note that plugging in a power cable is not 
one of the steps. The N656U gets its power 
from the USB connection — another plus if 
you intend to carry it with you. The unit 
lacks an automatic document feeder and a 
transparency adapter, though few scanners 
in this range offer these features. 

Using the 600-by- 1,200dpi scanner is just 
as straightforward as its installation. A sin- 
gle front-mounted button lets you 
scan to your photo editor. 
Alternatively, a supplied utility 
lets you fax, e-mail, copy, and save 
a scan to a file, as well as define 
custom buttons for one-step scan- 
ning to programs of your choice. 
The bundled software also 
includes a fairly sophisticated but 
easy-to-use photo editor (ArcSoft 
PhotoStudio 2000), an OCR pack- 
age, and a photo-album program. 
The TWAIN driver provides both 
automatic settings for easy scan- 
ning and manual control for users who 
prefer to tweak their scans. 

The N656U uses CIS technology, which 
is why it's so small and light. CIS elements, 
found in most fax machines, have a reputa- 
tion as being poor choices for scanners, 



largely because early CIS scanners were 
almost uniformly slow and produced low- 
quality scans. Considering that, the N656U 
is a pleasant surprise in terms of both 
performance and quality. 

The scanner's performance on our lab 
tests was about average for its class, taking 
30 seconds to scan a 5-by-7-inch photo in 
color mode and 21 seconds to scan an 8.5- 
by-1 1-inch page in black and white, both at 
300dpi. Image quality was also very accept- 
able. Skin tones and other colors in scanned 
photos were suitably realistic, 
though we did notice a cyan cast 
in our test photo. Our lab results 
showed only the slightest hint of 
noise visible at high zoom levels. 

The Canon CanoScan N656U's 
combination of physical design, 
bundled software, performance, 
and quality is an attractive pack- 
age for the price, and it should 
appeal especially to business and 
home users with limited desk

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you're done using it, because it has no 
power switch. This is an unnecessary incon- 
venience, despite Epson's claims that the 
on/ off mechanism was sacrificed to keep 
the cost down. 

One of the three buttons on the front of 
the scanner brings up a copy utility that 
replicates a copier control panel, right down 
to the faux one-line LCD and an exit button 
labeled only with a power-switch icon. A 
second button calls up Adobe PhotoDeluxe, 
the bundled photo editor, and scans to the 
program. A third button brings up a dialog 
box with choices for scanning to e-mail, 
your printer, the bundled OCR program, 
PhotoDeluxe, or your choice of application. 

A surprisingly nice touch in the scanner s 
design allows you to have as much or as lit- 
tle manual control as you like over the scan. 
A novice can choose a fully automated scan 
with the software analyzing the document, 
selecting a document category (such as 
photo or text), and setting the scan options 
accordingly. Or you can choose a simplified 
manual control that lets you set the type of 
document, the scan mode (color, gray scale, 
or black and white), the destination (screen 
or printer), and the area to be scanned. If 
you prefer full manual control, you can use 
the TWAIN-driver interface, which offers an

automatic-exposure button but also pro- 
vides control over such details as resolution 
saturation, and gray balance. 

The 640U did far better than most scan- 
ners in its class on our performance tests. It 
managed a notably fast 17 seconds for scan- 
ning a 5-by-7-inch photo at 300dpi in color 
mode and 17 seconds for an 8. 5 -by- 11 -inch 
page in black and white at 300dpi. Image 
quality was also above average; we saw no 
problems with color registration and only 
minor color noise. In both lab tests 
and less formal viewing tests, the 
640U showed good skin tones and 
detail suitable for home printing 
or viewing images onscreen. The 
scanner wasn t capable of captur- 
ing bright whites, however, and 
we found the colors it produced a 
bit warm, particularly in skin 
tones. On the other hand, its line- 
art accuracy was above average 
for its price range. 

All considered, the Epson 
Perfection 640U may not be at the 
very top of its class, but its combination of 
features makes it one of the more attractive 
choices in its price range.

Setup is unusual in that 
you install the software 
first. You have the choice 
of using a USB port or a 
parallel port. The parallel 
port provides a pass- 
through feature to let you 
connect your printer to the 
scanner, although HP 
warns that some printers 
may not be compatible 
with this system. We tested 
the scanner with the USB 
connection, as recom- 
mended by the company. 

Three front-mounted 
buttons on the unit provide 
one-touch operation for 
copying, e-mail, and scan- 
ning to a program. The 
4300Cse also has a button 
that lets you specify the 
number of copies to be 
made, and another button 
to choose between color 
and monochrome for copy- 
ing. This ability to set the 
most important copy 
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options and then simply push the copy 
button is a mixed blessing. If you want to 
change other settings, like copy quality, 
you must go through the cumbersome 
step of aborting the copy to get to the 
onscreen copier utility. 

In addition to PhotoFantasy and 
ActiveShare, the software bundle includes 
programs for adding effects to photos, as 
well as for using your photos to create cal- 
endars, postcards, and the like. It even 
includes a program for creating Web pages. 
In addition, an OCR feature is built into the 
scanning utility. The included photo editor 
is distinctly lightweight, however. 

Raw performance is not one of this scan 
ner s strong suits. Our labs timed it at 46 
seconds to scan a 5-by-7-inch 
photo at 300dpi in color mode, an 
extremely slow speed for a scan- 
ner in this class. The unit's 27-sec- 
ond result for an 8. 5 -by- 11 -inch 
page at 300dpi monochrome is 
closer to those of its competitors, 
though still quite slow. 

The 4300Cse did better on our 
image-quality tests. Our test 
photo scans showed natural-look- 
ing skin tones, although shadows 
on faces had a slight red cast. The 
scanned images showed good 
color balance across the entire range from 
light to dark, no color-registration prob- 
lems, and only minor color noise. Line accu- 
racy was poor, however, with vertical 
resolvability that was well below average. 

The big question with this package is 
whether the software meets your needs. If 
you want more sophisticated programs and a 
better-designed scan utility for full manual 
control, this scanner isn't your best choice. 
But if you're happy letting the utility choose 
most of the scanning settings, the HP ScanJet 
4300Cse could be precisely what you need.

The V6UPL achieved outstanding speed 
on our lab tests.

Skin tones on our test photo looked natural,

One look at this $179.99 
flatbed tells you it's different. 
Rather than the standard portrait 
orientation used by most scan- 
ners, the 8800 has a landscape lay- 
out, with seven large front-panel 
buttons lined up on the long side. 
It's easy to set up; the quick-start sheet gives 
you clear instructions on installing the soft- 
ware before you connect the USB device. 

The included Windows application lets 
you swiftly configure six of the seven but- 
tons for different tasks. Moreover, its one- 
touch operation is just that: Put in 
your original, press the desired but- 
ton, and everything is automatic until 
your image is loaded into the applica- 
tion. You can also designate a button 
to let you make all the setting choices 
at the time of the scan, if you prefer. 
Other options let you predefine image 
size, resolution, color depth, and other 
features, or take advantage of intelli- 
gent features such as auto-trimming.

For example, 
the FlashBack feature provides bidirectional 
scans. If you want to automatically crop the 
image to the size of the original, it will do a 
quick preview scan, identify the boundaries 
of the image, and then do the final scan as 
the scan head returns to the starting posi- 
tion.

Even without these special features, the 
8800 was among the fastest in its class.

The software bundle is well-rounded and 
versatile, ranging from Adobe's Photoshop 
LE to ScanSoft's excellent PaperPort docu- 
ment-management suite.

Any of these five scanners will suffice if 
you're looking for an easy way to 
place your images in digital photo albums 
and Web pages, or incorporate them in 
e-mail attachments and PC projects, such as 
calendars and greeting cards. The Epson 
Perfection 640U has the added advantage of 
superior line-art accuracy, though we're still 
perplexed by its lack of an on /off switch. 

Space-challenged users and those looking 
for a scanner that can travel with them will 
want to check out the Canon CanoScan 
N656U, whereas homebodies with a need to 
keep it simple should probably head straight 
for the HP ScanJet 4300Cse. At the same 
time, the Visioneer OneTouch 8800 USB gets 
the nod as the flexible choice for both home 
and small-office users.

ENCYCLOPEDIAS

A generation ago, most families 
owned bulky, bound encyclope- 
dias that answered the kids' 
questions, settled family argu- 
ments, and provided back- 
ground for elementary-school reports. 
Today, the typical family owns an encyclope- 
dia on CD-ROM, but even that may be passe 
soon. Now that an increasing number of 
households have high-speed Internet con- 
nections, it's getting easier and quicker to 
conduct your research for free using Web- 
based encyclopedias such as Britannica.com, 



Encarta.com, and Encyclopedia.com. 
(A fourth free option, Versaware's 
FunkandWagnalls.com, dropped out of the 
running to restructure as we went to press. 
Company spokespeople were unsure 
whether it would return and in what form.) 

If one doesn't satisfy your curiosity, you 
can quickly surf to the others, free of 
charge, and pool the results. Plus, online 
encyclopedias spare you the hassle of insert- 
ing and swapping discs, and, if you have 
broadband, can deliver the same compelling 
audio and video multimedia files that revo- 
lutionized the reference field when CD- 
ROMs took off. But per- 



haps the most compelling reason to consider 
an online encyclopedia is that the informa- 
tion it stores is easy for publishers to update. 
Articles on a CD or DVD are as old as the 
discs. That said, beware that not all free 
online encyclopedias are kept current. 

To analyze the Web's three free online 
encyclopedias, we looked beyond the promo- 
tional claims such as "50,000 detailed articles 
and hundreds of videos" that vendors tout in 
ads and press releases. After all, what good 
are thousands of articles if they aren't infor- 
mative or helpful? Instead, we selected a 
spectrum of topics from critical areas 
of study, searched each

online encyclopedia for these topics, and 
assessed and compared what we found. 

We researched "George W. Bush" to 
evaluate a current biography. ' Antietam," a 
significant battle of the American Civil War, 
represented historical events, and "Machu 
Picchu," the ancient Incan ruins, was our 
archeological topic. To evaluate scientific 
subjects, we researched "Cygnus," a signifi- 
cant constellation, as well as the field of 
"thermodynamics." For the arts, we selected 
"Antonio Vivaldi," the Italian composer, and 
looked for accompanying audio. On the lit- 
erary side, we investigated the 
American author "Mark 




Twain." To help elementary-school kids 
with the many country reports they must 
churn out, we evaluated "Finland." And 
finally, we scanned for two personalities: 
"Houdini," a historical figure, and "Julia 
Roberts," the contemporary celebrity. 

In our assessments, we only point out 
the major differences: the specific topics that 
come up short, or those that are particularly 
well-done and exceed the offerings of the 
others. Bear in mind that either the cate- 
gories themselves or the coverage offered in 
these resources may have changed since our 
testing in late spring. 

Generally, free online ency- 




clopedias do a great job of discussing coun- 
tries and the sciences, but vary in the depth of 
their biographies and presentations of histori- 
cal facts and current events. Even though each 
online reference may have its own strengths 
and weaknesses, collectively these free services 
offer lots of valuable information.

Britannica.com is notable for its reliable, 
comprehensive content base and the exem- 
plary job it does of pointing you toward 
related Web sites on almost any topic. While 
this integration with the Web at large makes 
it easy to supplement your research with 
potentially more up-to-date sources, you do 
have to endure Britannica. corn's pop-up ads 
in the process. 

The site holds its own on Finland and in 
the sciences, but lacks the multimedia 
amenities that bring some of the other 
online encyclopedias to life. The George W. 
Bush coverage is fairly thorough and cur- 
rent, with information on the Florida vote 
and Supreme Court decision. Yet, while 
images accompany the Antietam and Machu 
Picchu articles, the Vivaldi entry lacks audio 
files. If keeping current with today's celebs 
is critical, note that Britannica.com did offer 
information on Julia Roberts. It discusses 
her Erin Brockovich role, yet fails to mention 
her recent Oscar win. 

The site's excellent research tool offers 
powerful links to sites that Britannica has rated 
and to relevant articles in online magazines. It 
also includes links to Washingtonpost.com 
and Reuters listings for current events. 

The interface is intuitive and easy to use, 
and the site's advanced search features let

you hunt based on exact phrases or word 
occurrences. If you want to simply browse, 
you can explore in such areas as Arts 8C 
Entertainment, History & Humanities, 
Science 8C Technology, World & Travel, 
Health, and Education. 

Overall, Britannica.com is a comprehen- 
sive and well-rounded reference. You'll learn 
a lot here if you can put up with the ads, a 



relatively minor detraction that guarantees 
you get your information for free. Note that 
you can also opt for the for-fee version of 
Britannica, Encyclopaedia Britannica Online 
(www.eb.com). It features an Internet Guide, 
the Britannica database, original commentary, 
multimedia presentations, articles, news, and 
weather, among many other premium fea- 
tures. The cost is $50 a year or $5 a month.

orld Book Online (www.worldbookonline.com) is not giving anything away for 
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free. Although it does offer a 30-day trial offer, you must pay to see any and all of 

this online encyclopedia's content after that. 
For $9.95 per month or $49.95 per year, 
you get impressive depth on some topics, 
strong search features, and good resources 
for parents, teachers, and students. The 
quality of the articles is uneven, however. 

World Book Online offers a very 
detailed article on George W. Bush, dis- 
cussing his family life, schooling, military 
service, business experience, and term 
as governor of Texas, as well as the recent 
campaign and election.

distribution of electoral votes. 
On the downside, you'll find no entry for Antietam. Rather, you are referred to an 
article on the American Civil War containing only two paragraphs about the battle. 
Cygnus lacks its own article too, rating merely a pointer to information about Deneb, 
the brightest star in the Cygnus constellation. 

We liked the 360-degree view of Machu Picchu accompanying the short write-up, 
as well as the audio of Vivaldi's The Four Seasons. Interestingly, World Book Online offers 
far less information than even the free encyclopedias on thermodynamics — only three 
paragraphs. But it does do justice to Finland (and to Julia Roberts, with a short story). 

In-depth search tools let you apply Boolean functions to hone queries. The home page 
is your gateway to sections such as Today in History, Feature of the Month, and Current 
Events. Helpful sections specifically for students offer advice on researching, writing 
reports, and giving oral presentations. Additional resources for parents and teachers sug- 
gest ways to use World Book Online to complement a school's curriculum and classwork. 
Although the free trial offer makes World Book Online worth a try, the fact that 
World Book expects you to pay for information that's often comparable or inferior 
to that given away by no-fee online encyclopedias makes it a tough sell. 



market share and sent its competitors 
scrambling. Now available on the Web for 
free, Microsoft's Encarta.com offers in- 
depth information and a trove of multime- 
dia clips that make it comparable to the 
original CD version. 

The quality of Encarta. corn's thorough 
article on George W Bush is surpassed only 
by that of for-fee online encyclopedias, such 
as World Book Online. (See the sidebar "Not 
a World of Difference.") Encarta.com also 
does a good job of covering our science top- 
ics and questions about Finland. (The numer- 
ous multimedia files for Finland include 
audio of a traditional Kantele instrument.) 
Its coverage on these is comparable to the 
detailed treatments in the other references. 

The Machu Picchu entry springs to life 
via an interactive 360-degree view, and the 
Vivaldi entry is embellished with audio clips 
from Concerto No. 6inC Major and The Four 
Seasons. Interestingly, the snippet from The 
Four Seasons is not taken from the famous 
main theme, but from a key violin solo. An 
entry on Julia Roberts is available on the 
higher-end Encarta Online Deluxe. 

Encarta Online Deluxe, which you can 
access only after purchasing the $64.95 CD- 
based Encarta Reference 2001, features the 
same stories as the CD reference, but offers 
updated online versions and additions as top- 
ics change. When we visited in late spring, 
the content for our test topics on 
Encarta.com and the Encarta Reference 
Suite 2001 CD were identical. As these sto- 
ries are updated, however, the new versions 
will be available only on Encarta Online 
Deluxe. 

After searches, each entry comes with a 
helpful outline that lets you jump to sec- 
ondary topics from within the articles, and 
lists related media items and relevant Web 
sites. We found that Encarta was easier to 
use online than from a CD because you 
don't have to swap discs when you wish to 
view or listen to multimedia elements, and

laneous information — a subset of the data 
found in the printed almanacs. They offer a 
key advantage over their bound brethren 
because they can be continuously updated. 
For example, these sites feature the latest 
weather reports and forecasts. 

As for thesauri and dictionaries, these are 
standard fare in today's word processing and 
e-mail applications. So is there any advantage 
to an online version? If you're not satisfied 
with the recommendations you get in your 
desktop apps, you may be happier with sug- 
gestions from a more illustrious source, such 
as the famed Roget's Thesaurus, available at 
Lexico's Thesaurus.com (www.thesaurus. 
com). The same goes for dictionaries. If you 
want more than the short list your word 
processor brings up, and you're already 



online, visit one of the dictionaries waiting to 
greet your browser. Try, for example, The 
American Heritage Dictionary of the English 
Language (www.bartleby.com 1 6 1 , free), 
Wordsmyth (www.wordsmyth.net, free), and 
the popular Merriam-Webster Dictionary 
(www.m-w.com/dictionary.htm) . 

To keep up with the ever-evolving language 
of tech-speak, you can consult one of several 
technical-style dictionaries, including the 
Glossary of Selected Social Science Computing 
Terms and Social Science Data Terms 
(odwin.ucsd.edu/glossary), Dictionary of PC 
Hardware and Data Communications Terms 
(www.ora.com/reference/dictionary), 
Kadow's Internet Dictionary (www.msg.net/ 
kadow I answers), and Webopedia (www. 
webopaedia.com). If you've been wondering 
about the difference between a bit and a byte, 
these resources will set you straight. 

Finally, for those of you who want your 
definitions directly from the source, The 
Oxford English Dictionary, the ultimate authori- 
ty on the etymology of the English language, is 
available as a 20-volume print edition, on 
CD-ROM, and online in a subscription service 
(www.oed.com, $550 per year). The dictio- 
nary is kept fully current online, so you won't 
have to wait for CD updates or grapple with 
weighty volumes.

acqueline Burnett-Brown, a full- 
time mother and part-time sub- 
stance-abuse counselor in 
Oviedo, Fla., hasn't let working 
two jobs thwart her educational 
pursuits. Burnett-Brown will soon earn her 
doctoral degree in psychology from North 
Central University Never mind that she's 
never met her professors, attended a class, nor 
set foot on campus, which, by the way, is in 
Minneapolis. She has a computer with an 
Internet connection, and that's all it takes. 

'At 41 and as a new mom, I'm at a point 
in my life where I need to simplify" she 
says. "What could be simpler than attending 
class by my pool and watching every 
moment of my little girl's life?" 

Welcome to the age of distance learning, 
the Internet's latest revolution. More than 
one-third of U.S. colleges and universities cur- 
rently offer some form of online education, 
and nearly 90 percent are expected to do so 
by 2004. These are not just small, remote 
schools, either. For example, Massachusetts 
Institute of Technology created a major stir 
last April when it announced plans to post 
course materials on the Web, free for the 
viewing. Clearly, the virtual classroom is here 
to stay, and it's irrevocably transforming the 
landscape of adult education. 

Why the sudden explosion? Working 
adults who want to augment their skills or 



education but can't manage a traditional 
"ground-level" program make up a huge 
untapped market. Online programs translate 
to virtually limitless enrollment, without the 
restrictions of student proximity and physical 
classroom space. Research firm IDC sees this 
trend developing into a $744 million market 
by 2004, more than double the $344 million 
estimated for 2000.

or adults limited by time, geography 
and job and family obligations, online 
programs are a salvation. No reorga- 
nizing already busy schedules. No commuting 
to campuses. No confinement to local 
colleges. In short, unparalleled convenience. 

"Many adult learners find online pro- 
grams are more flexible in terms of time," 
says Kristin Evenson Hirst, who serves as 
Distance Learning Guide at About.com 
(distancelearn.about.com). "They can log on 
and read the discussion board after the kids 
have gone to bed, rather than getting a sitter 
so they can go to campus for a night or 
weekend course. And of course, there's no 
commute time and no parking fees." 

It was this kind of flexibility that attracted 
Ben Smith to the University of Phoenix Online 
(online.phoenix.edu), where he's pursuing an 
MBA in technology management. Smith's day 
job keeps him on the road for long stretches of 



time, making it impossible to manage a class- 
room schedule. Fortunately, the university's 
program allows him to "attend" classes from 
anywhere, day or night. "I log on from differ- 
ent hotels across my territory," says Smith, 24. 

Judith Segura, who works in the Texas 
attorney general's office, simply couldn't 
squeeze traditional classroom courses into her 
schedule. "I wanted to go back to school, fin- 
ish up my master's [degree], but I didn't have 
the time," says Segura, 31. The mother of one 
needed a program that would allow her to 
study at home — and found one in cyberspace. 
She now holds an MBA in global management. 

Indeed, today's online distance-learning 
programs are not yesterday's correspondence 
courses, most of which seemed to involve 
becoming an ordained minister. You can earn 
course credit or full-blown degrees in subjects 
ranging from accounting to criminal justice to 
education to nursing. The programs include a 
wide range of professional-development 
courses for managers and employees alike, 
created to enhance skills such as business 
writing, motivation, Web design, and, of 
course, software usage. 

At Ninth House Network (www. 
ninthhouse.com), for instance, corporations 
large and small can engage in programs that 
teach leadership, communication, project 
management, and more. Well-known busi- 
ness gurus such as Tom Peters provide the 
content, much of which is delivered via 
streaming video. You can even participate in 
an interactive TV-style drama series. It allows 
you to test your knowledge by choosing paths 
and responses based on the show's situations. 

Online education has a fun side, as well. 
At Learn2.com (www.learn2.com), you'll find 
free "2torials" covering everything from 
breaking in a baseball mitt to building win- 
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dow boxes to playing MP3 files. (Learn2.com 
also offers a wide range of subscription-based 
courses that teach languages, programming, 
business skills, and more.) 

HIGHER LEARNING ONLINE 

While corporate training, skills devel- 
opment, and informal education are 
definitely driving forces in distance 
learning, much of the recent focus has been 
on colleges and universities and their degree 
programs. Although many require you to 
attend at least some classes in person, a hand- 
ful let you take a full course load from any- 
where in the country — or even the world. 

The University of Phoenix Online, the vir- 
tual arm of the 92-campus University of 
Phoenix, is at the forefront of this movement, 
with one of the oldest online-degree pro- 
grams on record (it started in 1989) and a 
whopping 22,000 students enrolled in degree- 
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a degree but have unusual work hours or 
travel a lot. They have family obligations. It's 
impossible for them to be in a classroom con- 
sistently When you're forced into a structure 
based on what's convenient for a tenured fac- 
ulty member versus what's convenient for a 
student, you preclude a lot of quality students 
from being involved." 

MORE THAN CORRESPONDENCE 

Distance learning is not a new concept. 
Students have studied sans classroom 
since at least 1840, when Isaac Pitman 
offered a correspondence course in shorthand. 
Peanuts creator Charles Schulz learned the car- 
toon trade by mail. And Ben & Jerry founded 
their famous company after taking a corre- 
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interact with the professor and fellow stu- 
dents in chat rooms and message boards. 
When there's a question, e-mail takes the 
place of a raised hand. 

That's the way things work in the 
University of Phoenix Online's degree pro- 
grams. At least five out of every seven days, 
students are required to log in and participate 
in discussion groups. "The amount of inter- 
action that takes place is amazing to most 
people," says Mueller. "Students really get to 
know their classmates and instructor." 

Segura loved the interaction with other 
students, which she says gave her the chance 
to learn not just from the course materials, 
but from a diverse cross section of working 
professionals. "I met people from Japan, Hong 
Kong, Canada — people from all over the 
world with real business experience," she says. 
"We all have different backgrounds. I feel that 
I have learned a lot more now that I'm online 




related studies. The university employs about 
1,800 faculty members for its online pro- 
grams alone, thereby enabling the self- 
imposed restriction of 13 students to a class. 
All told, the numbers represent a growth of 
70 percent per year for the last two years, 
according to vice president and chief 
operating officer Brian MueWer. 

The growth isn't surprising, Mueller says, 
given the unparalleled flexibility of online 
learning. "There's a whole group of working 
adults out there who would like to complete 



spondence course — yes, on ice cream — 
offered by Perm State. Now that we have 
e-mail and the Web, distance learning will 
never again rely on the post office. 

Just what happens in an online classroom? 
Obviously, it varies from program to pro- 
gram. At one end of the spectrum, you sim- 
ply read information that's presented on Web 
pages, as with a Learn2.com tutorial. At the 
other, you study the same textbooks used in 
the classroom, read lecture materials posted 
by the professor, write papers, take tests, and

than I did as a student on campus." 

For shy students or those who typically 
don't thrive in a classroom setting, the virtual 
lecture hall offers an even bigger benefit. "[It] 
creates a democratic environment," Mueller 
notes. "When the instructor asks a question, 
every single person must respond, so every 
person gets an equal chance to participate. 
Someone who normally isn't confident can 
flourish in this environment." 

Many professors appreciate the flexibility 
of online education as much as students. 
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Course Guides 
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hile established colleges and 
universities are racing to imple- 
ment online programs, some schools 
are being built from the Web up. In 
1999, Jones International University 
(www.jonesinternational.edu) became 
the first online university (it has no 
campus) to earn accreditation. The 
school offers everything from certificate 
programs to full-blown MBAs. 

That's just the tip of the iceberg, 
as indicated by the sheer number of 
online programs listed at various 
education-oriented Web portals. At 
Eduport.com (www.eduport.com), 
you'll find links to hundreds of dis- 
tance-learning programs, all arranged 
by categories. CollegeLearning.com 
(www.collegeiearning.com) lets you

MAKING THE GRADE 

Choosing an online degree program 
can be as challenging as choosing a 
brick-and-mortar school, though for 
different reasons. When you visit a campus 
and attend classes in person, you know pre- 
cisely what you're getting. The nature of 
online courses, however, makes it possible to 
get drawn into programs 
that are of little value. 

Use common sense to 
avoid these "degree mills," 
Hirst says. First, steer clear 
of programs hosted on free 
services such as Angelfire 
and Tripod, and be wary of 
those that promise flat fees 
for degrees, post pictures of 
diplomas, or make lots of 
grammatical errors on 
their sites. Most important, 
look for valid accreditation. 

The issue of accredita- 
tion can be tricky to 
understand. Put simply, if 
you earn a degree from a 
school that's not accredit- 
ed, or even one that is

accredited but not by a recognized institu- 
tion, you may have difficulty putting the 
degree to practical use. You'll pay more— 
sometimes a lot more — per credit hour at 
an accredited school than at an unaccredit- 
ed one. But it's probably worth it. 

"You can rarely go wrong with a proper- 



search for accredited and noncredit 
professional-development programs. 
MindEdge (www.mindedge.com), a more 
general search engine for all kinds of edu- 
cational programs, includes links to insti- 
tutions offering online degrees. And at 
About.com's Distance Learning Guide 
(distancelearn.about.com), you'll find 
an endless supply of information and 
resources, plus a professional guide who 
can answer questions. 



ly accredited degree," says John Bear, 
author of several books about distance 
learning. "We do hear from a moderate 
number of people who have made good 
use of an unaccredited (but totally legiti- 
mate) degree, but we hear from many more 
who have had significant problems with 
such degrees, in terms of acceptance by 
employers or admission to other schools." 

As for the actual experience of online 
learning, the students we spoke with gave 
it high marks. While Segura highly recom- 
mends the program, she wishes the tuition 
cost less. (It's actually about 15 percent 
higher than for on-campus courses, a fact 
Mueller attributes to the higher cost of 
"a scalable system that's available 24/7 
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anywhere in the world.") Smith says he 
misses some of the interaction that comes 
from a classroom environment, but still 
calls his online program "awesome." And 
Burnett-Brown was duly impressed with 
the coursework she found online. "The 
curriculum rivals if not supersedes my 
master's-level work," she says. 

Tuition for online programs can vary 
widely between accredited and unaccredit- 
ed institutions, just as it does for ground- 
level programs. An accredited Global MBA 
from Duke University (www.duke.edu), for 
example, will cost you $95,000, according 
to Hirst, while the master's and doctoral 
programs at unaccredited but California- 
state-approved California Coast University 
(www.calcoast.edu) run $4,975. At the 
University of Phoenix Online, it costs $490 
per credit hour for graduate studies. 
Burnett-Brown, meanwhile, pays $165 per 
credit hour at unaccredited North Central 
University. And she's definitely happy with 
that. "My whole [doctoral degree] program 
is going to cost less than $10,000, [includ- 
ing] books and Internet service," she says. 
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CLASS DISMISSED 

hile online education will never 
replace classrooms and campuses, 
it's evolving into a real, practical 
solution for working professionals. Stay-at- 
home parents can continue to stay at 
home while pursuing anything from a 
teaching certificate to a master's degree. 
Jet-setting businesspeople can attend class- 
es from offices or hotel rooms. And 
instructors can reach students across the 
globe. 

In the future, broadband technologies are 
likely to enhance the online-learning experi- 
ence with streaming audio and video, so stu- 
dents can watch

You'll find oodles of

information on 40 U.S. cities and 25 international 
ones on Citysearch (vvwrw.cftysearch.com). The 
site isn't shy with opinions. You'll find both 
editor and audience picks in most categories. 

The folks at lOBest (www.IObest.com) 
simplify things by making their own top 1 lists in 
246 cities, from Albuquerque to York (England). 
So the favorite galleries and museums in Chicago 
include obvious choices like the Art Institute of 
Chicago but also the Ernest Hemingway Museum 
in Oak Park. I OBest offers a reviews section for 
user-submitted opinions, but when we checked, 
many establishments didn't have entries yet. 

If you're thinking international, Cityvox 
(vwvw.c/tyvox.com) may be the site to see. It 
covers 27 European cities, the majority of them in 
France, Spain, and Italy. Topics include accommo- 
dation, eating out, pubs and cafes, shopping, and 
clubbing, and the descriptions are very specific. 
For example, if you're in Bilbao, Spain, taking in 
the Guggenheim, you'll have no problem finding a 
place to go for Txacoli, the local Basque wine. 

Time Out's site (www.timeout.com) is a hip 
collection of city guides covering 34 destinations, 
most in the United States and Europe. Check out 
the info on the latest museum exhibits, cultural 
festivals, or concerts in your favorite city. Or if you 
just love the feel of paper, click on the Time Out 
Shop and order, among other things, guidebooks 
to any of 33 cities worldwide. 

You can't access the abundant city information 
from Vindigo (www.vindigo.com) on your 
computer, only on your Palm-based PDA. But 
download the guides, and you'll find wisdom on 
shopping, eating out, and entertainment in 20 
American cities. Vindigo is big on helpful walking 
and public-transportation direc- 
tions, and reviews are pro- 
vided by the Zagat Survey 
and major local newspapers. 

And if your big summer 
vacation is a visit to Mom 
and Dad back in Bug Tussle, 
be sure to check out 
your tiny hometown on 
MyCity.com (vwvw.mycfty. 
com). The site provides a 
reasonably comprehensive 
list of shopping, dining, and 
entertainment options for 
even the smallest of towns.

ou need the right 
connections to 
get ahead, and that 
could mean a lot 
more than just 
surviving a change 
of planes in 
Chicago. If you 
need to stay wired 
while you're abroad, an array of 
gadgets can make keeping in touch a 
lot easier. A few devices can relieve 
your notebook of some of its duties 
and spare you the backache of carry- 
ing it everywhere. Even if your travel 
plans take you only across a state line 
or two, several take-alongs are still 
worth considering. 

Confusion in the air is no longer 
limited to ticket prices. These days 
the airlines are experimenting with 
an endless variety of consumer 
electronics, from personal video- 
tape players to CD-ROM/DVD 
drives to whatever it takes to lure 
the wired traveler onboard. 

Such goodies started in the front 
cabin, worked their way into business 
class, and are now trickling toward 
the tail section. As a result, you'll find 
more and more power outlets avail- 
able and — depending on a mixture of 
supply, luck, and the mood of the 
flight attendant — perhaps the right 
cable to connect your laptop and give 
the batteries a rest. 

lb play it safe, though, add your 
own cable to your carry-on gadget 
bag. If you already have a car adapter 
cable (for a cigarette-lighter recepta- 
cle), a short accessory cable will 
adapt it for airline use. Or you can 
buy an all-in-one set consisting of 
both cables and an assortment of 



adapters to accommodate the power 
connector on many computers. 

Because all-in-one often means 
"all except the one you need," it's a 
good idea to specify your computer 
model when ordering. Depending 
on your needs, prices range from 
under $20 to about $ 1 00. Also 
check your favorite airline's power 
plans. If it doesn't have any, pick 
another favorite. 

Dimmucive Dinner 
companion 

Sure, you love that laptop, but when 
was the last time you invited it to din- 
ner? It's a nuisance to launch some 
translation software just to get you 
through the mysteries of a foreign 
menu, but if you can't tell a choros 
from a chorizo, bring along a battery- 
operated pocket scanner, run it over 
the mystery item, and you'll have the 
English equivalent at your fingertips. 
Or use it in reverse to show 
the waiter the significance of 
"cheeseburger." Quickwiz 
Technologies' Quicktionary 
(www.quickwiz.com/ 
quicktionary) translates 
English to and from a single 
language ($169.95), and the 
Quicktionary Multi ($ 1 99.95) 
handles English, French, and 
German translation. 

Meanwhile, back at the 
hotel room or in some 
overseas office, your laptop 
will likely be just as happy 
with either choice on the 
electrical menu: North 
American-style I 1 AC 
volts, or overseas 220 volts. 
Just use the proper adapter

to plug in, and as they say in New 
Zealand, "You're away laughing." 

You'll be away crying, however, if 
you think the same convenience 
applies to all your plug-in gadgetry. 
Most battery chargers operate on 
one voltage only, and plugging a 
I 1 0-volt charger into a 220-volt 
receptacle will damage it, and 
possibly you too. Some hotels offer a 
I 1 0-volt receptacle in the bathroom, 
but don't count on it. Even if it's 
there, don't expect it to work. 
Instead, add two items to your gad- 
get bag: a power adapter plug and a 
step-down transformer. The "power 
adapter" phrase is misleading, 
because the adapter has zero effect 
on the power delivered. It's nothing 
more than a physical interface to 
adapt your American-style plug to fit 
the local AC receptacle. It's all you 
need to get your dual-voltage PC 
running, but you'll also need the step- 
down transformer if you're packing a 
battery charger or other devices that 
don't operate on 220 volts.

Once you know what you need, 
you can order the actual adapters 
and a transformer from iGo.com. 
You can request a catalog from the 
site or call 800-228-8374. One 
handy item (#46835) is a little cube 
with a variety of AC plug blades. 
Just connect it to your American 
plug, then use the blade pair that 
fits the nearest receptacle. For safe- 
ty, the others are disabled. Though 
bulky, it's a great tool when ventur- 
ing into the unknown. Otherwise, 
just get the single and much smaller 
connector you need for the location 
you're visiting. 

monem maoness 

With your computer operational, the 
next trick is to get your modem to 
work. If you're lucky, your hotel- 
room phone will have a data port 
that accepts the ubiquitous U.S.-style 
RJ- 1 1 phone plug. But you'll need a 
phone-plug adapter if you're working 
out of an overseas office that is not 
so equipped. Unfortunately, some 
30-odd "standard" connectors are in 
use worldwide (some more odd 
than others), and some countries use 
two or more of them. For an inter- 
esting glimpse at the baffling variety, 
check out WalkAbout Travel 
Gear's illustrations — and of 
course, ordering details — at www. 
walkabouttravelgear.com. Also 
scan its great collection of travel 
tips. You won't find much infor- 
mation about gadgetry, but instead 
lots of "Why didn't I think of 
that?" ideas. 

Once you've made the physi- 
cal connection, you're still not 
home free. Among the obstacles 
are rotary-dial phones, and in the 
case of touch-tone dialing, a differ- 
ent set of tones than those at 
home. This doesn't matter if 
you're making a simple phone call, 
but if you need to press certain 
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numbers to access voice mail or to 
reach an extension once connected, 
the home-office system won't recog- 
nize the tones it hears, and you may 
lose the connection. The Phone 
Dialer applet in Windows is no help 
at all: It's so "smart" that it listens for 
a dial tone and won't work if it does 
not hear one, making it useless when 
it's needed most. For a convenient, 
low-tech, under-$20 solution, bring 
along a pocket tone dialer from 
RadioShack. Just hold it to the 
mouthpiece and punch in the 
required numbers. 

If you occasionally misplace 
your business associate ("You said 
we were going to meet at the 
fountain!"), consider a pair of 
TalkAbout radio phones from 
Motorola (www.motorola.com/ 
talkabout). Weighing less than 6 
ounces, the TalkAbout fits in your 
pocket and comes with a belt hol- 
ster. Maximum operating range is 
specified at 2 miles in flat open 
terrain. )n field tests, the 
TalkAbouts worked well with one 
user indoors and the other within 
a radius of several blocks, and they 
also did fine on the trail — certainly 
better than sprinkling bread 
crumbs.

If you need to pack a digital 
camera on your business trip, you 
need a battery charger. You also 
need a convenient means of trans- 
ferring files between camera and 
computer. PC Card adapters for 
both CompactFlash and 
SmartMedia cards are available for 
about $30 and $50, respectively. 
Or consider the FlashPath, which 
looks and acts like a floppy, 
but isn't a floppy. Just slip a 
SmartMedia card into the 
FlashPath device, and insert it 
into your notebook's floppy drive. 
Your notebook thinks it's just 
another floppy, and the files are 
immediately ready for transfer. 

If your notebook doesn't have 
a floppy drive, but it does have a 
USB port, use Lexar Media's 
Jumpshot Connectivity Kit instead. 
It consists of a USB-enabled 
CompactFlash card and a USB 
interface cable. Just pop the 
CompactFlash card out of the 
camera and into the interface 
cable, connect the cable to the 
computer, and you have an instant 
external drive. Copy the image 
files to your hard drive and reuse 
the card for the next round of 
photos. For more details on the 
kit, go to www.lexarmedia.com. 



Keep in mind that not all 
CompactFlash cards will function 
with the USB interface cable, 
so make sure you see a "USB- 
enabled" logo.

Finally, a few gadgets you already 
know about deserve a repeat men- 
tion so you don't accidentally leave 
home without them. A random 
sampling of stateside hotels reveals 
that even when the phone has a data 
port, it's apt to be dead or mis- 
wired — or the phone line is digital, 
which is bad news (can you say 
"zap"?) for an analog modem. The 
$39 Modem Saver Plus from 
iGo.com has LEDs to indicate a safe 
line, a polarity reversal, or a dead 
connection. Polarity reversals are 
probably a nonissue, because most 
old modems that had problems with 
such lines are long gone by now. If all 
is well with the jack, leave the 
Modem Saver in place anyway and 
plug the modem line into it, letting 
the device serve as an inline surge 
protector. The $59 Modem Saver 
International adds a filter to eliminate 
the high-frequency impulse signals 
that some countries use for tax 
purposes. 

Don't forget to pack an extra 
length of phone cable, and one of 
those female-to-female RJ- 1 1 
adapters. Plug both ends of that 
phone cable into it while on the 
move to protect the adapter tabs 
against breakage. And when you 
finally get settled in a room where 
the phone lacks a data port and is 
connected to a wall socket behind 
an immovable piece of furniture, 
just disconnect the phone and, if 
necessary, use the adapter and your 
own phone line as an extension. 
This option becomes an absolute 
necessity if your PC Card cable has 
a proprietary connector at the 
modem end and an RJ- 1 I at the 
other. The adapter is also handy for 
checking the hotel's phone cable. 
Disconnect the cable from the 
phone, plug it into the adapter, and 
plug your Modem Saver probe into 
the other end of the adapter. 

There's still one more gadget 
to consider: an extra modem. The 
life span of your favorite modem is 
probably less than that of your 
computer, and an on-the-road 
death is never pleasant, especially 
if your own life depends on staying 
in touch. You may be able to run 
to the local computer store for a 
replacement, but only if there is a 
local store. If not, you'll be glad 
you double-packed. T 
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Ghe local access number 
you use to log on to the 
Internet from your 
home or office would be 
a pricey long-distance 
call from the road. To avoid long- 
distance charges, you need to 
find a local number, or point of 
presence (POP), for the town 
you're visiting. 

If there was ever an excuse 
to have an AOL or CompuServe 
account, this is it. These services 
have more local POPs than any 
other ISR If you're already an 
AOL member, you'll find the list 
of phone numbers within the ser- 
vice. Otherwise, check out the 
list of U.S. and international city 
access numbers at ZDNet, 
Computer Shopper's parent com- 
pany (www.zdnet.com/ 
pcmag/special/roadwarrior/ 
aolcsi.htm). Mindspring (www. 
mindspring.com) offers a global 
roaming service with close to 
2,400 POPs in more 
than 65 countries. 
Sprint has dial-up 
connections in 
1 70 countries, 
but you need 
an ID num- 
ber from 
Sprint and 
special soft- 
ware or 
scripting before 
you can connect, 
so plan ahead and 
visit the site for information 
on domestic and overseas access 
(www. sprintbiz.com/apps/ 
ipdialjist). 

Sometimes the best access is 
toll-free access. It's not really 
free; ISPs charge you an hourly 
rate to use the number (AOL and 
CompuServe charge $6), but it's 
easier — and often cheaper — than 
using a local access number. 
You'll find toll-free numbers for 
ATTNet, Sprint, and other major 
ISPs at ZDNet (www.zdnet.com/ 
pcmag/special/roadwarrior/ 
ispinfo.htm). 

Also consider a free ISR Many 
offer local access numbers in U.S. 
cities and towns. Just make sure 
the number is local from where 





you're connecting. Well-known 
free ISPs include NetZero

Whichever method you 
choose, remember to collect 
phone numbers before the trip 
or at least one stop ahead while 
you still have Internet access. 

For brief e-mail sessions from 
overseas, the easiest way to 
access your account is to bite the 
bullet and place a long-distance 
call to your home ISP number. 
A few minutes online won't cost 
that much. 

An even better option in 
many cities is to locate the 
nearest Internet cafe, 
sample the local 
brand of coffee, 
have a snack, 
and grab an 
hour of 
Internet time. 
You'll find loca- 
r tions, operating 
hours, and costs 
for many of the 
world's Internet 
cafes at Internet Cafe 
Guide (www.netcafeguide. 
com). New Zealand has 36 cafes 
listed, and if your travels bring 
you to Tahiti, drop into the 
Tiki Soft Cafe in Papeete 
(www.tikisoft.pf) . Typical costs 
are about $ 1 an hour; some let 
you check your e-mail for free, 
while others charge by the 
minute with no minimum. 
Many Kinko's locations 
(www.kinkos.com) offer Internet 
connections as well as docking 
stations, so you can print or 
e-mail files from your notebook.

THE NEXT TIME YOU HAVE TO GIVE A PRESENTATION ON THE ROAD, 
leave your laptop home and run your presentation on your client's computer via 
the Web. Better yet, stay home and let your clients view the presentation online. 
We looked at two Web-based programs that let you create, edit, and show presentations 
entirely online: ThinkFree Show from ThinkFree (www.thinkfree.com) and AlphaBlox's Brain- 
Storm (www.blox.com). ThinkFree Show offers more features, but BrainStorm is free. 

Because these services are operating-system-independent, all you need to create and 
view a presentation is a browser. Not only is this a boon for long-distance presentations, 
it's a great way to distribute business materi- . 



als internally to users on diverse platforms. 
THINKFREE SHOW 

ThinkFree Show is part of the innovative 
online business software suite ThinkFree 
Office. (Suite mates include Write and Calc, 
meant to emulate Word and Excel, respec- 
tively.) Once you download the application 
(10MB for the suite), you can use it online or 
off For $49.95, you get an annual subscrip- 
tion to the entire ThinkFree Office Suite. 

The ThinkFree Show component is mod- 
eled after PowerPoint. Its interface and tool- 
bar locations are nearly identical to Power- 
Point's, and many of the tools are the same, 
as well. Show also emulates PowerPoint's 
various slide views, including the main Slide 
View, Slide Sorter View, Slide Master View, 
and Slide Show View. Show doesn't approach 
PowerPoint's depth of features, however. It 
lacks multimedia slide shows, the ability to 
create animations, and PowerPoint's volumes 
of templates and clip art. 

With more than 140 clip-art images (you 
can also import your own) and 15 pre- 
designed (albeit uninspired) templates, Show 
is still a great value. You can import Power- 
Point design templates, or you can use the 
program's simple tools to create your own 
templates. Show's excellent collection of 
drawing tools makes it easy to create cus- 
tom graphics using basic shapes, flowcharts, 
and diagrams. The word-processing 
application's capabilities include a spell-

checker and a customizable dictionary 

When it comes to packaging and showing 
your presentation, Show offers few frills. You 
can have slides change automatically on a 
timed interval, advance manually by a mouse 
click, or loop continuously. After that, just 
save the presentation as a Slide Show, and 
play it from within the program by hitting a 
key. You can also save the presentation as 



HTML or in PowerPoint format to share 
with others. It's possible to share the presen- 
tation in a public folder on ThinkFree's server 
when it's saved in the ThinkFree format, but 
only registered subscribers can view it. 

The annual subscription gives you 20MB 
of online storage, but you can pay for more. 
ThinkFree plans to release a new version of 
Show sometime this summer. 

BRAINSTORM 

BrainStorm is a basic but competent presen- 
tation program. It works within any operat- 
ing system, but it's only fully functional with 
the Internet Explorer browser. 

Like Show, BrainStorm mimics Power- 
Point's look and feel, offering a similar inter- 
face and menu choices. You can import 
PowerPoint Outline files and save them as 
BrainStorm files. However, Brainstorm's fea- 
tures are more limited than Show's. 

You start off in a PowerPoint 2000-like 
split-pane view. As with Show, view choices 
include Outline, Sorter, or Show. 

One feather in Brainstorm's cap is its 
unique set of templates. It has only nine, but 
they're original and attractive. BrainStorm 
offers no clip art (you import your own 
images), and its drawing tools are minimal 
(you can draw only lines and rectangles). But 
what BrainStorm lacks in power it makes up 
in brainy extras, such as its buzzword finder. 
Another fun tool is Cliche, a thesaurus alter- 
native that provides synonym cliches for 
selected words. A standard dictionary and 
thesaurus are also included. 

Brainstorm's packaging of slide shows is 
rudimentary. You save the presentation as a 
slide show and play it from within the pro- 
gram, manually moving between slides by 
clicking on the arrow. There's a nice twist, 
though: BrainStorm files are private by 
default, but you can make them public and 
e-mail associates the URL. BrainStorm also 
offers online storage, but with no limit. A 
companion spreadsheet called BrainMatter is 
; included when you register.

Wk SSk SB hen Bob Miller founded Slam 

V Jm Jr Dunk Networks in 1998, he 
mm mm wanted assurance that his con- 
■» cept was viable. So Miller 

turned to Cisco Systems to get funding for 
his fledgling company, a secure messaging 
service for business-oriented Internet trans- 
actions. With their intimate knowledge of 
the Internet's infrastructure, Miller reasoned, 
Cisco's corporate investors would be ideally 
suited to gauge Slam Dunk's potential. 

"The hurdle I wanted to get over was 
convincing Cisco we were a company they'd 
want to fund," says Miller, who is also Slam 
Dunk's CEO. In addition, Cisco was well- 
positioned to know if another company was 
already offering a service like his. 

The result: Cisco funded Miller's ven- 
ture, as did El Dorado Ventures, for a total 
of $5 million for its first round. Slam Dunk 
ultimately obtained $77 million from El 
Dorado and other investors over three 
rounds of funding. 

Miller's strategy got Slam Dunk off on 
the right foot, but obtaining corporate 
money isn't the only route to success. 
Developer Martin Heller was looking for an 
angel, or individual, investor to fund PC 
Pitstop, a PC diagnostic and tune-up site 



launched in March 2000. Heller and his part- 
ner turned to Rob Cheng, a former senior 
vice president at Gateway Direct, for money 
and support. "Rob's ideas were in perfect 
alignment with what we wanted to do, and 
he's invested about $1 million in PC Pitstop 
so far," says Heller. "He's also signed on as 
chairman and has been actively helping to 
manage and develop the company" 

START-UP MODE 

Whether you're seeking funds from angels, 
corporate investors, or institutional venture- 
capital (VC) firms, you need to follow the 



same basic set of rules: Devise a solid busi- 
ness plan, put together a highly experienced 
management team, and make sure you're 
offering either a proprietary technology, a 
distinctive service, or a set of unique cus- 
tomer/ vendor /distributor relationships. 

When Blake Modersitzki, vice president 
of Novell investment arm Novell Ventures, 
considers funding a startup, he asks himself 
this question about the management team: 
"Do we believe this group of people can 
take this great idea, turn it into a solution, 
and attack a big market?" 

Shanda Bahles, general partner at El 
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Dorado, uses three measurements to gauge 
a management team. "They need to have 
passion, experience, and [market] expertise," 
she says. In addition, the product needs to 
be first to market, well-differentiated from 
other products, and defensible. "The market 
must be big, big, big," she adds. "Or if it's a 
small market, it should be growing rapidly 
and soon to be big." 

Mark Bregman, CEO of wireless-commu- 
nications company AirMedia, concurs. "Your 
business plan has to go after a market seg- 
ment that has really big opportunity," he says. 

Most small to medium-size businesses 
looking for venture money probably aren't 
going to find big firms interested in what 
they're doing, according to PC Pitstop's 
Heller. That's where angel investors pro- 
vide an advantage. VCs responded nega- 
tively to PC Pitstop's initial search for 
money. "They said PC Pitstop sounds like a 
really good idea that could lead to selling 
the company, but probably not to an IPO," 
says Heller. "They wanted investments that 
could make a billion dollars, not a measly 
hundred million." 

Like Heller, Rene Lacerte looked to 
angel investors to get his Internet-based 
payroll company, Pay Cycle, off the 
ground. By seeking out people they knew 
in the industry, Lacerte and company 
raised $1.3 million. Within a year, they 
received $8 million in second-round fund- 
ing from VC firm August Capital and 
several other institutional investors. 

Startup assistance can also come in the 
form of expertise. A company called 
Advise4Stock (www.advise4stock.com) links 
startup companies with experts who are 
willing to work in exchange for equity in 
the company. 

ROUND TWO AND BEyOND 

Securing subsequent rounds of funding 
calls for a different approach, because

you're using those funds for different pur- 
poses. "The second round enables you to 
get your product out the door," says Russell 
Garland, editor of VC newsletter publisher 
Asset Alternatives. In the third stage, if you 
haven't already nailed down fourth-round 
funding, "you'd better have a crystal-clear 
idea you're going to be profitable by the 
end of it." 

AirMedia, for instance, will focus more 
on get-to-market activities and less on 
internal plumbing with its $13.5 million in 
third-round funding, according to 
Bregman. "You have to make the transition 
from being vision-driven to being market- 
driven, focused on execution and revenue," 
he says. "That's a transition that many 
companies fail to make." 

Another crucial transition startups must 
make is to the exit strategy, be it an acquisi- 
tion or an IPO. The former option is much 
more common in today's climate. 

"Eighteen months ago, the majority of 
companies were going public," says Novell's 
Modersitzki. "Today, most liquidity events 
are mergers and acquisitions. As a result, we 



need to be prepared to support the company 
longer, really build it up. Fortunately, this 
has always been our approach." 

Indeed, investors often look at manage- 
ment attitudes regarding mergers and acqui- 
sitions. "If your goal is to be CEO of a pub- 
lic company, that's not a good reason to 
start a company," says Bahles. 

If you're receiving VC funding, you need 
to be ready to take the company in the 
direction your investors choose, and in 
today's economy, more often than not, that 
means acquisition, according to Bregman. 
"Your thought may have been to build this 
into a stand-alone company, but it may be 
better to sell it," he says. "That's where the 
conflict comes in." 

That's why entrepreneurs such as PC 
Pitstop's Heller are happy with their angel 
investors. "One of the reasons we're still 
around is that we worked very differently 
from other startups over the past few years. 
The key is finding people to give you money 
to implement your idea the way you want it 
implemented. Beyond that, I'd say spend the 
money like it's your own." T 
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VC Funding 
Slowdown 
Continues 

Companies in search of funds have a 
lot to prove to venture-capital firms. 
In the first quarter of 2001 , VCs 
invested only $8.8 billion in venture- 
backed companies, down from $19.8 
billion during the same quarter in 
2000. The number of IPOs dropped 
dramatically as well, from 70 in Q1 
of 2000 to just five in Q1 2001 .

In many 

companies, backing up data is a lot like buy- 
ing insurance: People talk about how impor- 
tant it is, but not everyone actually does it. 
The danger is only driven home when disas- 
ter visits — a hard drive dies, a virus strikes. 
In the aftermath, you're faced with data loss, 
time-consuming reinstalls, and tedious hours 
spent tweaking system settings back to 
where they were before the crash. 

Disk-imaging software can save you 
hours of recovery time and is an important 
part of any good backup strategy. But back- 
up isn't all these utilities can do. A good 
disk-imaging package can simplify the 
upgrade process when you're replacing an 
old drive, or help you deploy multiple PCs

with identical configurations. 

Disk-imaging products fall into two cate- 
gories: corporate and personal. Corporate 
products address the needs of large compa- 
nies and PC manufacturers that require 
high-volume disk-image duplication and 
centralized management over a network. 
Personal products usually focus on saving 
and restoring images to a local device, and 
sometimes sacrifice a few features to 
streamline the user interface. We looked at 
three personal packages that can satisfy the 
needs of end users, as well as PC support 
staffs that manage up to 20 systems. 

BACK IT UP 

As a backup solution, disk-imaging soft- 
ware allows you to create an exact copy 
of what's on a hard drive, then restore it 
later. Having this copy handy can reduce the 
typical multiday recovery process to just 



minutes. The "back to the cradle" recovery 
scheme that disk imaging offers is perfect for 
schools, libraries, or public Internet termi- 
nals, where the local PCs shouldn't hold any 
irreplaceable data. Recovering from a system 
problem can be as easy as replacing the cur- 
rent disk image with a known-good one 
from a previous backup. The clean setup will 
eliminate all viruses, incorrect configuration 
settings, and missing or corrupt files. 

As PC disasters go, total and complete 
hard drive crashes are rare. Catching a com- 
puter virus, accidentally deleting an impor- 
tant spreadsheet, or installing an application 
that corrupts a vital DLL are productivity- 
killing misfortunes that occur far more 
often. In those cases, using an image backup 
to restore your system isn't that convenient, 
because you'll lose all the changes made to 
your data files since the last backup. Fortu- 
nately, the three disk-imaging programs we

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looked at also offer less drastic recovery 
means for these situations. 

In addition to backup and recovery, disk 
imaging is handy for upgrading or replacing 
a disk drive. The image doesn't have to be 
restored to the original drive. (It definitely 
won't be in the case of a physical drive fail- 
ure.) Even if the old drive hasn't failed, you 
can install a new drive and transfer the 
image from the old drive to the new. The 
result: a painless drive upgrade, with no 
need to reinstall the operating system and 
applications. 

Another popular use for disk imaging is 
for deploying new PCs. Just bought 10 iden- 
tically configured PCs? You can install, test, 
and configure your software on one system, 
then create an image of its 
drive for the other PCs. The 
more PCs you deploy, the 
more time disk imaging 
can save you. Just be sure 
the PCs you're cloning have 
similar — if not identical — 
hardware. If not, Windows 
will detect a mismatch 
between the installed hard- 
ware and the software config- 
urations. Although Windows 
can sometimes accommodate 
these differences and install 
the correct drivers smoothly, 
you may end up having to 
provide drivers for your 
unidentified hardware, or, 
worse, Windows may not 
even boot properly. 

Note, however, that just 
because you can duplicate a 
setup to 10 identical systems 
doesn't mean it's legal to do 
so. You still need to obtain 
software licenses for each sys- 
tem or purchase a site license for the appli- 
cations you use. The good news is many 
software vendors offer discounts for licenses 
that don't require an actual copy of the pro- 
gram or documentation. Often, you don't 
need to be a very large company to take 
advantage of these discounts. Any company 
that purchases five or more licenses to any 
combination of Microsoft products, for 
example, can use Microsoft's Open License 
program. (See www.tnicrosoft.com/business/ 
licensing/ openlicense/ program_overview. asp 
for information.) 

At the moment, these licensing issues 
are strictly an honor-system arrangement 
for most software. But that will soon 
change. The latest version of Microsoft 
Office, Office XP, uses a Vicense-activation 
technology that prevents a single license 
from being used on multiple systems. The 



technology generates a unique key based 
on the installed hardware and reports that 
information back to Microsoft along with 
the license number. Microsoft is planning 
to put the same technology into Windows 
XP, scheduled for release later this year. 

THEY DON'T DO WINDOWS 

Note that current disk-imaging software 
can't run under Windows. The soft- 
ware needs low-level access to the data on 
the disk, and there can be no disk activity 
while a backup or restore is under way. 
Because Windows is a multitasking envi- 
ronment, many operations can cause disk 
activity. Disk-imaging programs need com- 
plete control over all disk 




activity; they load themselves into memo- 
ry and access the hard drive only to read 
data as part of the imaging process. 

Most disk-imaging packages come with 
their own Windows-like user interfaces, 
require only one or two floppy disks, and 
are DOS-based. The user 
interfaces are adequate, but 
you'll sorely miss Windows 
when it comes to device 
support. Because you can't 
use Windows, the programs 
need DOS drivers for any 
devices they access. 

A disk image is an exact 
copy of an entire disk par- 
tition, so it's impossible to 
save the image file back to 
the partition you're back- 
ing up. The fastest way to 



create a drive image is to save it to another 
partition on the same hard drive, but you 
can also save the data to a second hard 
drive, or to removable media using a Jaz, 
Zip, or CD-RW drive. All three disk-imag- 
ing products we looked at support popular 
magnetic media such as Zip and Jaz. All 
three also support CD-R and CD-RW, but 
only for a specific list of drives. Each ven- 
dor keeps a list of supported drives on its 
site. If you plan on using this type of 
media, check the vendor's site to see if it's 
supported. If the software doesn't support 
your drive, you can work around that limi- 
tation by saving the backup-image files to 
disk and then burning them to CD when 
you boot into Windows. 
Restoring these images isn't a 
problem if you burn the CD in 
a standard data format, 
because it can be read as if it 
were a CD-ROM. 

The three products we 
looked at — PowerQuest's Drive 
Image 4.0, V Communications' 
Drive Works, and Symantec's 
Norton Ghost 2001 — keep the 
image-backup size much smaller 
than the total partition size by 
saving only the actual data being 
used in the partition in the 
image. Data compression 
reduces the size of the file even 
further. In our tests, Ghost 
reduced a 10GB partition with 
2.3GB of data to a 1.4GB image, 
I * mmmm O Drive Image reduced it to 
p«j £ 1.3GB, and Drive Works reduced 
flTOO to 11( ^B. We obtained those 

pj'j" 1 1 " O reductions using each product's 
"low" or "fast" compression set- 
ting. Ghost and Drive Image 
have a "high" compression set- 
ting that can reduce the size of the backup 
image by another 10 percent or so, but the 
backup takes longer because the compres- 
sion takes more time. The low or fast com- 
pression mode offers a good compromise 
between speed and space.

The good news: Whatever's under the 
hood of PowerQuest's Drive Image 4.0 
sure makes it fast.

If you've lost data and have no backup, 
1 1 rollback utilities can often rescue 
your information. Windows Me offers a 
built-in rollback utility called System 
Restore that protects from some types 
of system corruption. Every few hours of 
runtime, or whenever you install a new 
application, Windows makes a backup of 
any changed system files or configuration 
data. To use the feature, select Start > 
Help > System Restore. 

That System Restore backs up only 
program files and configuration settings is 
both a strength and a weakness. The 
benefit is you can use System Restore 
without fear that it will replace a valuable 
document with an older version. But it 
can't recover important data files such as 
e-mail messages or word-processing doc- 
uments. You have to back those up using 
some other method, or they may be lost 
in a system crash or virus infection. 

If you're using Windows 98, you can 
get similar functionality with retail prod- 
ucts such as GoBack (www.goback.com) 
and ConfigSafe (www.imagine-lan.com). 
GoBack takes the capability even further 
by letting you restore both system- 
configuration and user data files. 

As useful as rollback utilities are, you 
need to consider some issues when using 
them. For starters, to maintain real-time 
backups of your data, these utilities gen- 
erate potentially performance-sapping 
disk activity and can consume a lot of 
disk space. A performance penalty is only 
likely on older systems with insufficient 
memory, however. Also, antivirus soft- 
ware can conflict with rollback utilities. 
The rollback utility may have saved a 
virus-infected file in its backup area, and 
the antivirus software may not be able 
to clean it automatically. 



FastTraklOO in our test system 
was one of them.) 

Drive Image lets you selective- 
ly restore files from an image backup, mak- 
ing it a useful tool for general backup duties. 
It's bundled with DataKeeper, a real-time 
data-backup utility that fills the data-security 
gap between image backups. If you perform 
an image backup on Monday, for instance, 
and your hard drive dies on Thursday, you 
only can restore Monday's image backup; 
you'll lose all work done since then. Real- 
time utilities such as DataKeeper keep back- 
ups of files right after they're changed. 

Drive Image's selective image-restore fea- 
ture is useful for this, too. When used 
together, the two products can handle most 
of the day-to-day data-recovery needs for a 
small business. One thing that's lacking, 
however, is the ability to partition a drive. 
For that, you need to buy PowerQuest's 
PartitionMagic, or else suffer along with the 
inferior DOS FDISK. 

DRIVEWORKS 

V Communications' Drive Works suite 
makes the bread-and-butter functions of 
partitioning and imaging a drive easy. It 
includes utilities to partition, copy, image, 
and securely erase drives, as well as an 
AutoSave utility for real-time data backup. 
The suite isn't quite as feature-rich as Norton 
Ghost 2001, but its task-oriented interface is 
much easier to use. Choices and options 
aren't as clearly laid out as they are in the 
other two packages, but many are available 
in advanced dialogs and settings areas if you 
really need them. In most cases, however, the 
defaults are just what you want. 

Unfortunately, you can't selectively 
restore files from an image backup the way 
you can with Drive Image and Ghost. 
Drive Works was also the slowest at per- 
forming image backups, more than twice as 
slow as Drive Image. This may be because 
Drive Works has only one setting for data 
compression, and it yielded disk-image files 
that were about 20 percent smaller than the 
other two products did in their standard 
compression modes. 

NORTON GHOST 2001 

Ghost, the granddaddy of disk imaging, 
was originally written by Binary 
Research and is now owned by Symantec. 
The most recent version, Norton Ghost 2001, 
lets you do much more than just save an 
image to disk or removable media. You can 
connect two PCs via USB or parallel cable to 
copy a hard drive from one to the other. You 
can also use an IP connection over a network 



NETWORKABLE 



to copy the drive, provided 
the network cards have sup- 
ported DOS drivers. 
The software has a serviceable graphical 
interface for basic features, as well as several 
command-line utilities you can use to create 
automated scripts for configuring multiple 
systems in a uniform way. You can restore 
selected files from an image backup, but 
Ghost lacks a real-time data-backup program 
like the ones bundled with Drive Works and 
Drive Image. Ghost's backup-performance 
numbers fell between the scores of the other 
two products. 

Complexity is the downside of Ghost's 
many features. Basic procedures, such as cre- 
ating an image on another local disk, are 
about as simple as with the other products, 
but some of Ghost's other functions can take 
much effort to master. To use some of the 
advanced features such as network support, 
you have to locate DOS drivers for your net- 
work card, as well as determine how the net- 
work is configured by copying information 
from the Windows networking dialogs. 

MAINTAIN YOUR IMAGE 

All three of these disk-imaging products 
have their strengths, and with each sell- 
ing for about $70, pricing doesn't give any of 
them a leg up. If you're highly technical and 
need to automate the system-setup process, 
Norton Ghost 2001 is your best bet. If backup 
speed is your primary concern, Drive Image 
4.0 is your program, but remember that it 
can't perform partitioning and has some hard- 
ware compatibility issues. For ease of use, 
Drive Works leads the way, but it lacks selec- 
tive image restore, and its backup speed is a 
bit sluggish. If fast backups and restores are 
all you need, Drive Image has a slight edge, 
but Drive Works offers more functions and 
better overall value. T

Beware the P4; Tuning In to Satellite Radio; and 
Happy "Hard Edge" Anniversary, Alice and Bill 



IT'S AUGUST 2001. YOU KNOW WHAT THAT MEANS. IT'S THE NINTH- 
anniversary edition of "The Hard Edge." Alice and Bill are starting their 10th record- 
breaking year, thanks to you, the readers, and some very durable Northgate OmniKey 
Ultra keyboards. There was no breaking-and-entering drama this year, as Alice abandoned 
her traditional attempt to slip into the Basement of Doom and Pepsi-Cola. Instead, she 
joined Bill for something cold with salt on the rim (Pepsi tastes terrible like that) and vowed 



to renew her efforts next year with a big 
lOth-anniversary break-in. Bill just smiled. 

P4 NOT yET 

The one — and only — disadvantage to writ 
ing "The Hard Edge" is the time gap 
between when Alice and Bill write the col 
umn and when it appears. Right now, in 
May, record-setting temperatures are 
toasting Bill's side of the country, the East 
Coast. If they continue to increase, as 
they typically do with the onslaught of 
summer, by the time you read this col- 
umn your computer will have already 
melted down into a pile of molten slag. 

You can either regret the lost opportu- 
nity to stuff your 
case with fans, or 
you can look at 
this as the perfect 
time to buy a new 
computer. The fact 
that the kids will 
be going back to 
school next month 
adds even more impe 
tus to spend that hard- 
earned post-tax cash you'd 
have otherwise wasted on 
something frivolous. 
(Just in case you don't 
realize the way it works, 
you give the kid your old computer, and 
you keep the new one. Got it?) 

So listen up. Until Intel releases the new 
and smaller version of the Pentium 4, the 
one with the larger L2 cache, don't even 



I bother with a P4 system. Sure, Intel low- 
j ered the P4 CPU prices to make the sys- 
\ terns more competitive, but don't go near 
: them. Alice and Bill know saying some- 
j thing like this will come as a total shock to 
j those who think they're on Intel's payroll, 
\ but live with it. By then, there may even be 
I P4/ double-data-rate (DDR) SDRAM moth- 
j erboards, and that would really be a hoot 
I and a half, not to mention a wee bit less 
j expensive as well. 

j SATELLITE RADIO? 

j It's a fact everyone knows without hearing 
j any numbers: Commercial radio is mostly 
: commercials (and a lot of static). Alice found 

two companies betting 
big that the next genera- 
tion of radio listeners are 
ready for something bet- 
ter: satellite radio, fea- 
turing hundreds of spe- 
cialized channels 
broadcasting clear, 
CD-quality sound, 
minus the continu- 
al commercial 
interruptions. 

In 1997 the FCC 
granted licenses to 
New York's Sirius 
Satellite Radio and 
Washington, D.C.'s XM Satellite Radio for a 
piece of the S-band spectrum, the segment 
approved for satellite radio. Landing a license 
doesn't come cheap. Each company ponied 
up a hefty $89 million for the right to broad- 




S cast over this new frequency. Bill is already 
; salivating at the thought of a new spectrum 
j to play around in. 

To raise the massive funding necessary to 
j build and deploy satellites, Sirius and XM 
: have partnered with a number of corporate 
j heavyweights, including General Motors, 
I DirecTV and DaimlerChrysler. To date, 
j Sirius has launched three satellites. XM 
I launched its first satellite last March and a 
; second in May. Between the two companies, 
i the price for the satellite portion alone has 
j topped a whopping $3 billion. 

The listeners are there. Three-quarters 
; of the U.S. population over age 12 listen to 
| the radio each day, and 90 percent of all 
commuters listen to as much as 50 min- 
utes of car radio a day. It translates into a 
$50 billion business, which is why Sirius 
and XM are eager to grab your attention. 
But both companies are betting on con- 
sumers doing the unthinkable: paying 
$9.95 a month to listen to their car radios. 
As Sirius chairman and chief executive 
David Margolese put it, "TV is free, but 
70 percent of consumers choose to pay 
for cable, and another 10 percent pay for 
satellite TV" And although it's true con- 
sumers will pay for water and other items 
previously thought of as free, jumping to 
a paid version of radio will require some 
powerful programming. 

Staffed by an expert in the genre or a 
major content provider such as NPR, a satel- 
lite classical station would feature live and 
recorded music as well as guest appearances 
and information 24 hours a day. This ability 
to segment even into obscure Celtic-flute 
channels (At last! — Bill) will, according to 
Sirius and XM, provide a home for every 
listener. 

The loose ends: radio-chipset delays for 
Sirius and no radios on the market yet for 
XM. XM is planning a massive $100 million 
campaign this summer to introduce its new 
radio in the 2002 Cadillac. It's also working 
with Sony on a radio that will slide into a 
docking station in your home so you can lis- 
ten away from your car. Pricing has not been 
set. Expect to see XM radios in all upcoming 
GM cars, and Sirius models in BMW Ford, 
and DaimlerChrysler vehicles. By 2003 most 
cars should have a satellite option. 

If history is any guide, satellite radio 
will be a tough sell. Digital audio in the 
home never caught on as a subscriber ser- 
vice until it was bundled with cable TV, 
and many analysts predict satellite radio 
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won't become popular until it's included 
with other car services. If it does take off, 
maybe Alice and Bill can kiss all that static 
goodbye once and for all. 

CONTRAST IN STYLE 

IBM commercial: A young CEO at a compa- 
ny party on a charter boat tells his pumped- 
up employees, "Today we are celebrating a 
milestone. We showed a profit. Because of 
that we are being funded an additional $20 
million. One stipulation: We need to extend 
our infrastructure to Hong Kong, Tokyo, 
and Singapore — and do it in 90 days." 
Silence descends. The CEO looks stunned, 
and a voice-over says, "And that's when it 
hits you. You are so ready for IBM." 

Intel commercial: Three blue guys use 
vacuums to suck light bulbs out of a board 
until a giant number 4 appears in lights. 

The Big Question: Which company 
would you partner with for your e-commerce 
needs? (Put the Crayolas down. It was a 
rhetorical question.) 

CONSPIRACY 

Okay, but maybe a good kind of conspiracy 
for Intel Pentium 4 lovers. Here's the deal: 
You all know the GeForce3 GPU from 
nVidia, right? (Well, if you don't, you didn't 
read Bill's review of the VisionTek GeForce3 
card on ZDNet, so go do it now and come 
right back. We'll wait.. . .Okay now that 
you're back we'll continue.) 

The GeForce3 has something nVidia calls 
an NfiniteFX engine. It gives game folks the 
ability to program effects through the GPU 
rather than the CPU. Together with the 
crossbar memory design, it makes things 
fast. (If you didn't just read the review, you're 
not going to know what that means.) The 
catch is that the programmability is only 
available in conjunction with DirectX 8.0 
(although the GPU is backward-compatible 
with previous versions of DirectX). What 
does DirectX 8.0 like a whole lot? A Ring 
Ding to whomever it was who yelled out, 
"The Pentium 4's SSE2 architecture!" 
All together now: "Hmmmm...." 

MONDI COOL 

A flock of Pentium III /DDR SDRAM moth- 
erboards are now available. Bill's been using 
an MSI Pro266 Master board for a while, 
populated with a 933MHz Pentium III. (All 
right, it's actually running a wee bit faster 
than that, thanks to the MSI board's FSB pro- 
grammability. The Crucial Technology 
PC2100 256MB DDR SDRAM module didn't 
seem to mind the bump.) The nice thing 



about the Pro266 Master is it will use either 
DDR or single-data-rate (SDR) SDRAM, so j 
you can upgrade from a standard Pentium III j 
arrangement in steps rather than blow a big 
chunk of cash all at once (although Bill 
admits the non-ECC version of the Crucial 
memory seemed incredibly cheap). 

But then Bill found the Asus CUV266. It 
came standard with a non-ECC Via PC2100 
128MB DDR SDRAM module (it uses only 
DDR) and a USB extension board that pokes j 
out of the rear of the case. This adds a third 
and fourth USB port by connecting to a 
motherboard header with a supplied cable. 
The CUV266 was screened for onboard 
audio, but none of the components was in 
place. Bill didn't mind. Almost anything 
more than an onboard IDE interface (here 
it's Ultra ATA / 100) gives him a bad case of 
the heebie-jeebies. What was missing, which ; 
Bill thinks is important, was an IEEE 1394 
(Fire Wire) port. Sure, several add-in Fire Wire 
cards are available (remember AVerMedia 
from last month?), but it's more than time 
motherboard manufacturers started includ- 
ing the ports. Even Apple does. 

One other integration exception, given 
I the proliferation of broadband connections 
| these days, is an RJ-45 Fast Ethernet connec- 
; tor. The CUV266's documentation describes 
j one, as well as a 3Com chip to control it, 
j and there's even a picture, but the port just 
| doesn't physically exist on the board Bill 
j received. 

The CUV266 supports some cool fiddling 
\ with the clock speeds and voltages, but we're 
j not going to get into that. Overclocking is a 
j no-no, right? Asus also provides some nifty 
j software, including DirectX 8.0, should you 
j happen to have an Asus V8200 Deluxe 
! GeForce3 card (another one of Bill's reviews 
\ you'd better go take a look at) lying around, 
j Bill tucked the CUV266 into an Antec 13- 
; bay case (it's not the best arrangement of 13 
I bays he's ever seen, but it's workable) with a 
j 300-watt power supply, shoved in three fans 
I to make sure the CPU stayed cool, and added 
\ DVD and CD-RW drives, as well as a 40GB 
j 7,200rpm Western Digital ATA/ 100 hard 
j drive and an Aureal Vortex2 SQ2500 sound 
j card. (How many of you remember Aureal?) 
j He's using the PC for Linux software testing. 
! Alice wanted to make sure Bill mentioned 
\ that last tidbit because she knew it would 
j drive the gamers in the audience crazy.

Record your own compilation 
audio CD in seven easy steps

When audio CDs 

made their shiny debut more than 15 years 
ago, they had one significant drawback: 
There was no easy way to record your own. 
The recording equipment was stratospheri- 
cally expensive, blank CDs cost way more 
than prerecorded albums, and you had to be 
both a computer engineer and an audio 
engineer to figure out how to create an 
audio CD in the correct format. 

That's all changed in the last few years. 
CD recorders are standard equipment on 
many new computer systems, a blank CD 
now costs less than a blank cassette tape, 
and a new generation of CD-recording soft- 



ware has made the process much simpler. 
As a result of these changes, recording cus- 
tomized audio CDs has become one of the 
hottest applications for personal computers. 

Even so, creating an audio CD using 
music from several sources still takes some 
preparation. We'll walk you through the 
process step by step, from assembling the 
tunes to spinning the CD. 

You can procure the ditties you want to 
gather on your compilation CD in a number 
of ways, including downloading them from 
Web sites, copying them from existing audio 
CDs, or digitizing them from cassette or 
album. Here we focus on copying from 
existing CD audio discs, but keep in mind 
that writing your compilation CDs won t 



differ a great deal after you Ve gathered the 
tracks you want to record. And if you really 
want to record from cassettes and LP 
albums, see the Tune-Up article in the 
December 2000 Computer Shopper. (You can 
view the article, "Modernize Your Music 
Collection," online at www.zdnet.com/ 
zdhelp/decmodern. ) 

To make our compilation CD, we used 
Roxio's (formerly Adaptec's) Easy CD 
Creator 4, the software that comes bun- 
dled with most CD recorders. The steps 
we give below should be similar with 
other software, such as NTI's download- 
able CD-Maker 2000 Professional Edition. 
(For more downloads, see the box 
"Software to Burn.") 
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1. TEST YOUR DRIVES 

How you go about copying songs from your audio CDs to your 
compilation CD depends partly on the drives in your system. 
There are advantages to moving tracks to your hard drive first and 
then writing your compilation CD from the hard drive (more on that 
in a moment), but you may also be able to write "on the fly," that is, 
copy directly from a CD in your CD-ROM drive to a blank disc in 
your CD writer. 

Reading the songs 
from a CD isn t as 
simple as reading files 
on a CD-ROM or your 
hard drive. The digital 
data must be extract- 
ed — a process called 
digital audio extrac- 
tion (DAE) — and not 
all CD-ROM drives 
can manage that. If 
your CD-ROM drive is 
more than a few years 
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Easy CD Creator's System Test allows you to 
determine the audio-extraction speed of 
your CD-ROM drive. 





old, chances are it doesn't support DAE or will do a poor job of it, 
leaving you with tracks that contain pops, breaks, or other defects. 

If you have a CD reader as well as a CD writer, test how fast the 
CD reader can read digital data from an audio CD. With Easy CD 
Creator, select the System Test item from the Tools menu, then 
select the drive you wish to test. Load an audio CD into the drive, 
and click the Test button. The program will display the maximum 
speed at which your drive can reliably read audio data. 

Tip: For the best results, clean the audio CD before using it to 
test your drive or record music. You can use commercially 
available products, or simply clean the disc with warm soapy water, 
rinse it well in warm water, and dry it with a soft, lint-free cloth. 

2. SELECT A COPYING STRATEGY 

If your CD-ROM's DAE speed is lower than your recorder's 
maximum record speed (for instance, if your drive can only 
extract at 6x but your recorder can write at 12x), you may find it's 
faster to extract the tracks to your hard drive using your CD 
writer and then record them at full speed off the hard drive. Of 
course, ripping the files to your hard drive is your only option if 
you don't have a separate CD-ROM drive or if your CD-ROM 
drive lacks support for DAE. If your CD-ROM drive does a good 
job of DAE, however, you'll need to make a choice. 

Copying on the fly demands less 
hard drive space, but it requires you to 
swap source discs while writing the CD, 
and it confines you to "track-at-once" 
recording, in which each track is record- 
ed separately, leaving a 2-second gap of 
silence between tracks. It also increases 
your chances of spoiling the CD, 
because the write operation will fail if 
the source drive can't keep up the pace. 

Extracting each track to the hard 
drive before recording eliminates disc 
swapping during CD creation and 
reduces the risk of a spoiled CD. It 
also makes it possible to use the "disc- 
at-once" recording method, which 
leaves no gap between tracks. You can 
also edit individual tracks, if desired, 




using an audio-editing program. Because the CD recorder is usually 
the most capable drive in the system at DAE, ripping to the hard 
drive often yields the best results. It adds an extra step, however, and 
requires a lot of temporary hard drive space, as much as 800MB if 
you extract a full CD's worth of tracks to WAV files. 

For our CD, we opted to rip our tracks to the hard drive first. 
Tip: If you plan to burn CDs often, consider using a second 
hard drive or a partition of your primary drive as a scratch 
area for ripping CDs. Then get in the habit of deleting ripped files 
when you're sure you no longer need them. Also, reformat the drive 
or partition fairly often. This will help ensure that ripped files are 
stored contiguously, avoiding unnecessary gaps while recording. 

3. LAUNCH EASY CD CREATOR 

If you haven't done so already, launch the program by selecting 
the Create CD option from the Easy CD Creator program menu 
or by clicking the Create CD icon on the taskbar. When the program 
starts, choose Audio CD as the type of disc you wish to create. 

Tip: Now is also a good time to connect to the Internet, if you 
haven't already. This will allow your system to use online CD- 
database information automatically when you insert an audio CD, 
enabling it to identify the title of the CD, the name of the artist, and 
the titles of all of the tracks. That makes it a lot easier to identify 
and select tracks. 





4. EXTRACT 
THE TRACKS 

• Insert a music CD 
into one of your CD 
drives, and the list of 
tracks appears in the right 
pane of the program's 
Explorer section. If you are 
connected to the Net, click 
the Internet button on the 
toolbar; the program will 
read the artist, title, and 
track information from 
Gracenote's CDDB music- 
identification Web site 
and fill in the appropriate 
information. 

Click on the track you 
want to extract, and click 
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The Advanced area of the Extract Audio 
Track dialog allows you to select only part 
of the track to extract or to automatically 
remove the silence at the end of a track.

Inexpensive CD recorders 

and blank discs give you the ability to make compi- 
lation CDs of your favorite music, but does it give 
you the right? The legal issues are complex and far 
from settled. 

If you buy a music CD and burn a copy for a 
friend, you obviously violate the artist's right to com- 
pensation for his or her work, which is illegal. If, how- 
ever, you copy tracks from CDs you own for person- 
al, noncommercial use (like a "party mix" CD), most 
people would say that this is a fair use under copyright 
law. The obvious message for would-be compilers is 



"Think before you copy." Does the copy you are mak- 
ing merely let you enjoy, in a more convenient form, 
music you have paid for, or will it spread the music to 
nonpaying users without compensating the artist? 

As the case against Napster has illustrated, the 
technology for reproducing and distributing digital 
music has leapfrogged the music industry's established 
system for delivering works to the public in a manner 
that is fair to both artists (or, at least, record labels) 
and consumers. While the questions this raises are of 
obvious importance to all concerned, a definitive 
answer may not come anytime soon. In the 
meantime, copy responsibly.

EXCEL DOESN'T 
MAKE THE GRADE 

Dear Alfred: 

As a schoolteacher, I use Microsoft Excel as 
my grading hook. I have six grading sheets. 
When a student leaves my class, I'd like to 
delete the entire row with all the student's 
information from one sheet and have it auto- 
matically deleted from all the other sheets. Yd 
also like to he able to insert a row and have it 
automatically inserted in all the sheets when a 
student joins the class. Can this be done?

You could create macros in Excel that 
would probably do the trick, but it sounds 
like you're trying to do more than Excel 
can handle. A database program such as 
Microsoft Access would make it easy to 
add and remove students, but you proba- 
bly don't want to reinvent the wheel by 
creating your own grade-book system. 
Lots of commercial products can handle 
these tasks for you. Check out the ZDNet 
Downloads site (www.zdnet.com/ 
downloads) for shareware and freeware 
programs you can download. (ZDNet is 
owned by CNET Networks, Computer 
Shopper's parent company.) One example 
is ThinkWave Educator 2.23, which has 
been downloaded more than 25,000 times. 

TURN TAPES INTO CDs 

Dear Alfred: 

What gear do you need to copy music from a 
tape deck to a computer and then onto a CD?

If your computer has a sound card, you're 
all set. Just run a Y-cable from your tape 
deck's line-out jacks to your sound card's 
line-in jack. Make sure the line-in channel 
isn't muted in your mixer (double-click 
the speaker icon in your System Tray to 
check), then make sure the recording levels 
are set correctly — not too loud or soft. 

Use any sound-recording program that 
can create WAV files. Most programs for 
burning audio CDs can convert these files to 
audio-CD format. If you have Roxio's Easy 
CD Creator package, you'll find it has a 
handy feature that automatically divides the 



songs into separate 
tracks as you record 
them, and another that equalizes the volume 
across tracks, if necessary. (For a step-by-step 
guide to making your own CDs from tapes 
or records, see our December 2000 feature 
"Modernize Your Music Collection" at 
www. zdnet. com / zdhelp / decmodern. )

Combine the two tips, and 
you'll be able to pull off the pads to 
wash out the dust when they get dirty.

First, make sure Windows Explorer is 
set to show hidden files (View > Folder 
Options > View), then check your boot 
drive's root directory for a file named 
MSDOS.SYS. Right-click on the file, 
click on Properties, and uncheck the 
Read-only box. 

Now, make a copy of the file and call 
it something like MSDOS.OLD in case 
you need to go back to the old one. Your 
system won't boot if MSDOS.SYS is miss- 
ing or damaged, so be sure you have a 
working boot floppy on hand, just in 
case. Open MSDOS.SYS in Notepad, and 
add the line LOGO=0 under the 
[Options] section. This will clear away the 
clouds. 

This trick works for Windows 95 and 
98. For a less permanent solution, you can 
always make the clouds disappear by 
pressing Esc when they show up during 
the boot process. ▼

Picture-Perfect PC 

Direct vendors offer plenty of systems capable of storing and 
manipulating digital photos-all well within our advisee's budget. 



FOR THE PAST FOUR YEARS, 
Rick Sheridan, owner of the Look 
At Me photography studio in 
Ravenna, Ohio, has been tweaking his 
images in Adobe Photoshop on a self-assem- 
bled 90MHz Pentium system with 96MB of 
RAM and a Matrox Millennium graphics 
card. His setup works fine, but it's too darn 
slow Prepared to drop $3,500 to $5,000 for 
some computing firepower fine-tuned for 
photo manipulation, Sheridan came to the 
Buying Advisor for help. 

Software requirements and his familiarity 
with Windows compelled Sheridan to stick 
with the PC platform instead of a more 
graphics-friendly Macintosh. A fast processor, 
lots of RAM, a brawny graphics subsystem, 
multiple USB ports, and an IEEE 1394 
(Fire Wire) connection are necessities. We 
further recommend a huge, fast hard drive 
and a CD-RW burner for working with and 
distributing large graphics files. 

Because Sheridan has lots of SCSI periph- 
erals, he'll either reuse his current Adaptec 
SCSI adapter or buy a new one. We also 
recommend he reuse his 17-inch Mag 
Inno Vision monitor. 

If you're willing to spend this kind of 
money, finding a system that meets your 
requirements is easy. The difficulty is in 
getting exactly what you want. 

One of the leading contenders was the 
Dell Dimension 8100, an excellent all-around 
tower system with the fastest Pentium 4 
processor available (1.7GHz), an 80GB hard 
drive, and four USB ports. 
Dell offers both PC600 
and the faster PC800 
RDRAM system memory, 
which take better advan- 
tage of the Pentium 4's 
system bus than does tra- 
ditional SDRAM. This 
helps boost system perfor- 
mance and lets you run 
more applications simulta- 
neously. We configured ABS Performance I 



the Dimension and the other systems with 
256MB of PC800 memory. 

Dell's standard-setting service policy 
and purchasing ease made it a snap to con- 
figure a Dimension with three years of 
onsite service, a 12x/8x/32x CD-RW drive, 
Microsoft Works Suite 2001, and an 
IEEE 1394 card for $2,286— way below 
Sheridan's price ceiling. At press time, Dell 
had just begun offering the cutting-edge 
64MB nVidia GeForce3 graphics adapter, 
so we made sure to configure the system

with this top-of-the-line card. 

Using the Dimension s price as our 
baseline, we compared systems from five 
other direct vendors, all configured as closely 
as possible to Dell s offering. Most top-tier 
and second-tier vendors have done serious 
work on their sites, making them easier to 
use and allowing increased granularity in con 
figuring systems. Xi Computer's site offers 
perhaps the most advanced level of compo- 
nent choice, ranging from esoteric, pro-level 
graphics cards for more than a 
grand, to full RAID hard drive 
arrays. But a desktop config- 
ured to our specifications was 
too expensive. The same was 
true of the Pavilion on 
Hewlett-Packard's redesigned 
site. 

At $2,254, the Gateway 
Performance 1700XL came in 
a few bucks cheaper than the 
Dimension. The 1700XUs 




80GB hard drive was of the speedier 
7,200rpm variety, and the Dimension's was a 
slower 5,400rpm drive, but Gateway had yet 
to begin offering the GeForce3 graphics card. 
For someone who makes a living editing 
photos, the benefits of the faster graphics 
card outweigh the advantages of the faster 
hard drive. We configured the Gateway 
instead with the previous top-of-the-line 
model, a GeForce2 with 64MB of double- 
data-rate RAM. Compaq's $2,229 Presario 
7000 also features a 7,200rpm 75GB hard 
drive, and the company throws in a Compaq 
printer for good measure. But Compaq also 
had not begun offering the GeForce3 graph- 
ics card at this writing. What's more, the sys- 
tem's CD-RW drive has a slower rewrite 
speed at 12x/4x/32x. 

ABS is a second-tier vendor that's made a 
name for itself by building lightning-fast sys- 
tems, offering strong warranties and good 
service, and pricing its computers competi- 
tively. We configured an ABS Performance 1 
with a 5,400rpm 80GB hard drive (the com- 
pany doesn't offer a 7,200rpm version), a 
superfast 16x/ 10x/40x CD-RW drive, and six 
USB ports. Plus, the system was available 
with the GeForce3 graphics card. All told, 
the ABS system cost $2,207. 

Any of these desktops blows the doors 
off Sheridan's current system, and all are 
priced to move. The Dell Dimension 8100 
provides the perfect combination of power, 
reliability, and price, enabling it to edge out 
the Compaq and Gateway models by a 
slight margin. The ABS model, however,

• The Office Productivity scenario runs the 
following applications: Microsoft Word 2000, 
Microsoft Excel 2000, Microsoft PowerPoint 
2000, Microsoft Access 2000, Microsoft 
Outlook 2000, Netscape Communicator 6.0, 
Dragon NaturallySpeaking Preferred 5, WinZip

pression, virus scanning, and speech-to-text 
translation run in the background.

The following testing procedures apply to 
notebooks reviewed in this issue and 
going forward. 

We run all tests with Windows' Display 
Properties set to 16-bit color at the native dis- 
play resolution of the notebook. We set the 
refresh rate to the highest available setting for 
those systems that allow it. Windows' screen 
saver is disabled. For all but battery-life testing, 
we disable any applications that launch at 
startup and set all power-management settings 
for maximum performance with no components 
allowed to power down. We disable System 
Restore on notebooks running Windows Me. All 
other settings remain unchanged. 

BAPCo SYSmark 2001 (www.bapco.com) 

The SYSmark 2001 benchmark measures a 
system's overall performance using off-the- 
shelf office-productivity and Internet content- 
creation applications. SYSmark encompasses 
two workload scenarios, reflecting the current 
business-usage models of office-productivity 
users and content creators. The benchmark 
runs multiple applications simultaneously, con- 
tinually switching between applications, with 
some tasks running in the background. 

• The Office Productivity scenario runs the 
following applications: Microsoft Word 2000, 
Microsoft Excel 2000, Microsoft PowerPoint 
2000, Microsoft Access 2000, Microsoft 
Outlook 2000, Netscape Communicator 6.0, 
Dragon NaturallySpeaking Preferred 5, 
WinZip 8.0, and McAfee VirusScan 5.13. 

File compression, virus scanning, and speech- 
to-text translation run in the background. 

• The Internet Content Creation scenario 
runs the following applications: Adobe 
Photoshop 6.0, Adobe Premiere 6.0, 
Macromedia Dreamweaver 4, Macromedia 
Flash 5, Microsoft Windows Media Encoder 7. 
Video encoding runs in the background. 

SYSmark measures the response time 
between "the user's" submission of a task 
and the completion of that task by the appli- 
cation. It records only the response time for 
each operation, not the time to reposition the 
cursor to perform the operation. Each sce- 
nario rating is an average of the response 
times normalized against a fixed calibration 



platform. A rating of 100 indicates that the 
system being tested performs equal to that 
of the calibration platform. The calibration- 
platform configuration is as follows: 800MHz 
Pentium III, Intel 815EEA motherboard 
chipset, 128MB 133MHz SDRAM, GeForce2 
graphics with 32MB DDR memory, ATA/100 
hard drive, and Windows 2000 with Service 
Pack 1 . Windows' Display Properties are set 
to 1,024 by 768 and 16-bit color at 75Hz. 

The SYSmark 2001 rating is the geometric 
mean of the Internet Content Creation and 
Office Productivity scenario ratings.

BatteryMark measures a notebook's battery life 
using three separate engines: one each for the 
processor, disk, and graphics subsystems. The 
test mixes the workloads together and adds 
periodic "think" times to mirror the way users 
typically pause while working. 

If the notebook includes any applications 
for power management that we previously dis- 
abled, we re-enable these apps before we run 
the battery-life test. If the notebook supports 
Intel's SpeedStep technology, we set Speed- 
Step to Battery Optimized mode. If the note- 
book supports AMD's PowerNow technology, 
we set PowerNow to Automatic mode. If the 
notebook supports CPU throttle when idle, we 
enable this setting. We set the hard drive to 
power down after 3 minutes, the display to 50 
percent brightness level, and the sound to 50 
percent volume.
